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A DRAMATIC scene was enacted. Mon- 

day, February 7th, in the Senate 
chambers of the State Capitol building 
at Harrisburg, Pennsylvania ... when 
State Senator John J. Haluska address- 
ed the legislative body for an hour and 
twenty minutes on the Hoxsey cancer 
treatment. The galleries were packed. 
Dr. Hoxsey was there and publicly pre- 
sented. 


One writer, reporting what happened, 
says: “You could have heard a pin 
drop during the entire speech. At times 
it was difficult to control the emotions. 
There was not a dry eye in the entire 
Senate chambers when Senator Haluska 
took little Kathy Allison in his arms, 
and told the Senators how the child’s 
life had been saved by the Hoxsey meth- 
od of treatment.” 


The. Senator’s talk had four prongs: 


(1) Quoted in the press, over the air, 
by television and otherwise, it served to 
inform many people that, contrary to 
organized medicine, cancer is curable. 


(2) The Senator, having of late been 
persecuted for his stand on this issue, 
was able to answer enemies under cir- 
cumstances that assured a large hear- 
ing. 

(3) He used the occasion to announce 
that a new Hoxsey Cancer Clinic was 
soon to be opened in his State. 


(4) At the conclusion of his h 
he introduced a bill requesting that a 
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committee of Pennsylvania legislators 
be appointed and sent to Dallas to see 
if claims made for the system are true. 


Because of the importance of the 
event, The Defender is reproducing 
herewith an abridgment of the Senator’s 
message, edited from the official Legis- 
lative Journal of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, dated February 7, 1955. 


This is the lengthiest article ever pub- 
lished in The Defender, but the reader’s 
interest will be held from the first sen- 
tence to the last ... The speech follows: 


a> 
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R. HALUSKA. Mr. President and 

gentlemen of the Senate, I have ap- 
peared on the floor of the Senate here 
now for twenty-one years and have tak- 
en an active part in many pieces of leg- 
islation. However, I have never appear- 
ed in a more important role and never 
have I had a more difficult task to per- 
form for my Colleagues, and the people 
of Pennsylvania. 


Being a lay person, I realize that there 
are two strikes on me before I start, be- 
cause people are prone not to pay much 
attention to a person unless he has a 
degree, especially on the subject that I 
am going to discuss. Believe me, gentle- 
men, I am going to endeavor to give 
you a true picture, and what I say will 
come right from my heart. 





Mr. President, I am going to discuss 
the Nation’s most controversial issue; 
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that is, cancer. I shall endeavor to tell 
my colleagues and the people of this 
Commonwealth that an answer to can- 
cer has been found. 


I shall endeavor to show the conspir- 
acy that has been in full bloom in the 
American Medical Association against 
the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic at Dallas, 
Texas. I shall endeavor to show the 
thunder of groups who have an interest 
only in themselves. They are not inter- 
ested in finding an answer to this great 
problem. 


According to figures released to the 
United States Government today, one 
out of every four persons that dies, dies 
of cancer. Every two minutes, one life 
is snuffed out by this dreadful killer. 
Despite that fact, the American Medi- 
cal Association, the American Cancer 
Society, and the Damon Runyon Fund 
have stood still for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, trodding upon anyone who comes 
forth with a cure, a thought or an idea, 
if not approved by them. 


Mr. President, I have a deep interest 
in this subject. I have devoted the best 
years of my life — I doubt if any lay- 
man has devoted so much time and re- 
— to obtain a knowledge of this 

iller. 


MEMBERS OF FAMILY STRUCK 


I have suffered heartaches that I hope 
no other man will suffer. I have seen 
my mother go to an early grave because 
medical science had no answer when 
she was afflicted with cancer. That was 
bad enough. 


Then I prayed with my wife and fam- 
ily that some day the Lord would give 
us a boy. In 1936, on Christmas morn- 
ing, that little child came. Mr. President, 
he was born with a cancer growth upon 
his neck. While he lived only eight 
years, it was a short time, but a mighty 
mighty long eight years for a father and 
mother to watch their little child have 
: cancer growing daily, weekly, month-

After consulting the best doctors in 
the land, taking every precaution known 
to medical science, I followed their sug- 
gestions. I took him to a great hospital 
in Philadelphia and that little boy told 
me, he said, “Daddy, if they cut me, 
I'll die.”

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I RECEIVED a letter a few days ago 

from a friend in the United States 
which contained the following striking 
sentence: “You, Warden Mattar, and 
your associates, are located at the most 
important spot on this planet and per- 
haps the universe.” 


This observation resulted from con- 
sideration of the startling events of re- 
cent weeks, here at the tomb of Christ 
on the Jordan side of Old Jerusalem, 
where I am preparing the present re- 
port for Defender readers. 


Mrs. Turnbull and I came here from 
Defender missionary headquarters in 
Beirut, Lebanon, to be of whatever as- 
sistance possible to our friend, Warden 
S. J. Mattar, whose duties and responsi- 
bilities have greatly increased since the 
amazing discovery of the Underground 
Church carved out of solid rock near 
the place where our Lord’s body was 
laid to rest. 


The tomb is situated in a Garden at 
the foot of Mount Calvary. In plain 
view a short distance away stands the 
hill, with indentations in the rocks, 
which clearly resemble a human skull. 
Here. the Saviour was crucified. 


The location is readily identified from 
the following description: “And they 





bring him unto the place Golgotha, 
which is, being interpreted, The place 
of a skull.” (Mark 15:22) 


Our attention is drawn to the fact 
that Calvary was outside the city walls, 
noted in Hebrews 13:12. Within a few 
minutes walk from where I am sitting, 
great cracks in torn and tortured rocks 
can be seen, resulting from the earth- 
quake described in Matthew 27:51. 


Equally significant is John’s state- 
ment about the burial place being in a 
garden adjacent to the place of the cru- 
cifixion: “Now in the place where he 
was crucified there was a garden; and 
in the garden a new sepulchre, wherein 
was never man yet laid ... for the 
sepulchre was nigh at hand.” (John 
19:41-42) 


The famous Garden of the Tomb as 
we know it today, surrounded by a 
stone wall, belonged to Joseph of Ari- 
mathea. Out of affection for the Christ, 
he donated his tomb, and as previously 
indicated, it was easily accessible to the 
hill of Calvary. We find the account in 
Matthew 27:57-60; Mark 15:42-46; 
Luke 23:50-53; John 19:38-42. 


Joseph was a man of great wealth. 
A chain of cisterns extending from 





across the road at the end of the lane 
to the tomb, is convincing evidence that 
he owned all this land as a vineyard. 


A gardener is in charge of the prem- 
ises today, the same as the first Easter 
morning when Mary and the others 
came and found the tomb vacated. At 
this point I wish to give a brief bio- 
graphical sketch of the present garden- 
er, or Warden, my good friend and 
neighbor. 


I say “neighbor,” because he and his 
family live inside the Garden, and a 
cottage not far from them known as 
“Turnbull Cottage” (half way between 
the tomb and Golgotha) is always wait- 
ing when Mrs. Turnbull and I arrive. 


,_ * * * 
OLOMON JOHN MATTAR is a deep- 
ly religious man, an Arab Christian. 
He was born in Cana of Galilee sixty 
years ago, the place where Jesus per- 
formed His first miracle at a marriage 
feast. 


Mr. Mattar’s father and mother sub- 
scribed to different religious beliefs. 
This placed him in a difficult position 
which gave rise to schisms in the family 
circle. 
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Mr. Mattar shown pointing to the spot in the Garden of the Tomb where 


the archaeological work started. 





At the age of fifteen, he was sent to 
live with relatives in the United States, 
remaining there four years. After that, 
he went to England, came under Chris- 
tian influence and was soundly convert- 


Standing alone beneath the stars one 
night, at the gates of a city park, he 
cried out to God in prayer and became 
conscious of a supernatural work in 
his soul. 


Soon after that he returned to Pales- 
tine and eventually won both his father 
and mother to Christ. Opportunities 
opened because of the respect people 
had for him as an honest, upright Chris- 
tian gentleman. He became an official 


of a bank. 


In this capacity, Mr. Mattar serviced 
a great many accounts of business con- 
cerns, reaching from Galilee to Beer- 
sheba. This caused him to establish a 
home on the Bethlehem Road, a short 
distance from Jerusalem. 


When the war between Jordan and 
Israel broke out, he and his family 
found themselves in the center of terri- 
ble hostilities. Being an Arab, he lost 





all earthly possessions. His property is 
in Israel and he cannot even go see it. 
The family fled to a place on the Mount 
of Olives, endured unspeakable hard- 
ships and became refugees in Jordan. 


The story of his advancement to the 
position of Warden, encompasses a se- 
ries of providences and answers to pray- 
er. He receives eight to ten thousand 
tourists a year. Approximately three 
thousand persons visited the tomb dur- 
ing the Easter season of 1954. 


Even more are expected this year be- 
cause of the tremendous interest aroused 
by the discovery of the Underground 
Church. It is hoped that the archaeolog- 
ical work will be well under way or 


finished by Easter. 
* * * 


QE DAY last September, Mr. Mattar 

made a discovery that is producing 
a powerful impact upon religious 
thought throughout the world. I shall 
now try to give the running story, being 
aware of the expectancy which exists 
among Christians of the United States. 
What I now write will be followed by 
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later articles, sketching in details as the 
archaeological work progresses. 


After finishing certain missionary 
tasks in the Bethlehem area early last 
January, Mrs. Turnbull and I were 
guests of the Mattar family at the Gar- 
den of the Tomb. It was then that Mr. 
Mattar committed to me, as a sacred 
trust, facts about his discovery which, 
until that time, had been kept a guard- 
ed secret. He wanted the Christian 
world to receive the news in the right 
way. 

Leaning back in his chair, he remark- 
ed that a great discovery had been made. 
This was the first I knew. The impor- 
tance of the narrative at once gripped 
me and I asked for a piece of paper to 
make notes. Rumors had spread and in- 
quiries were beginning to pour in upon 
him. He handled all questioners courte- 
ously, but held matters in abeyance un- 
til such time as I could be contacted, 
and the information communicated to 
our Wichita headquarters. 


Mr. Mattar started by reminding me 
of the three cisterns located over near 
the tomb of Christ. The largest one was 
known to be very deep. He had noticed 
with surprise that it was dry. Ordinar- 
ily, it should have been well filled with 
several feet of water. Improvising a 
rope ladder, and with torch in hand, he 
went down to try and locate the trouble. 
There was a break in the floor and the 
residue of water had disappeared 
through this hole. 


Suddenly, Mr. Mattar realized that 
he was not standing in an ordinary cis- 
tern but in a Church carved out of solid 
rock. In the remote past, probably the 
days of the Apostles, workmen had cut 
a strip about four feet wide, down 
through the rock, starting at "ground 
level. “Gradually they shaped the cham- 
ber into a beautiful place of worship 
56 feet and 8 inches long ... 33 feet 
and 4 inches wide. 


This ancient sanctuary had a gate 10 
feet high and 8 feet 4 inches wide. The 
entrance was sealed when the place was 
converted into a cistern some time in 
centuries past. It has eight sealed win- 
dows about a yard wide and 27 inches 
from top to bottom. 


The hill of Calvary begins approxi- 
mately 20 feet from the side of the 
Church. Significantly the entrance was 
on the west side so that worshippers 
faced Calvary as they entered. On the 
east wall, directly opposite the large 
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gate or door, are two carvings of con- 
siderable size. 


First there is a Cross 4 feet and 2 
inches high ... 3 feet and 4 inches wide, 
made in relief, meaning that the emblem 
stands out from the wall, the rock hav- 
ing been cut away from around it. The 
wall therefore remains one piece of 
solid virgin rock. 


Second there is a carving of a Shield, 
raised work like the Cross, measuring 
3 feet and 4 inches in diameter. 


The bottom or floor of this cistern 
Church is 51 feet below the ground 
level. The ceiling is 33 feet and 4 inches 
high. This means that a layer of approx- 
imately 20 feet of earth remains above 
the structure to be excavated. 


At a distance of 5 feet from the south 
end of the Underground Church, there 
is a circular baptismal pool 10 feet in 
diameter and 5 feet deep. 


Reaching this point in his story, Mr. 
Mattar mentioned that he and those con- 
sulted, believe that the rock-hewn place 
of worship was used by early Christians 
to avoid persecution. He expressed the 
desire that Dr. Winrod be informed and 
I immediately sent a cablegram to Wich- 
ita which said: “Tremendous discovery 
made at the tomb of Christ. Rushing 
complete information.” 


* * * 


cE IS NOW KNOWN of a certainty 

that a Church once stood at ground 
level, directly in front of the tomb of 
Christ. But the fact of a companion 
structure having existed beneath the 
surface, corresponding to the Cata- 
combs of Rome, comes as a startling 
disclosure. 


After the cutting and shaping of the 
Underground Church had been complet- 
ed, and the door and window spaces 
finished, it was necessary for the work- 
men to fill the four foot gash in the 
ceiling, down through which they had 
hewn their way. This was done by vault- 
ing it with a long arch, a part of which 
can be seen by looking into the cistern 
from the surface. 


An official of the American School of 
Archaeological Research in Jerusalem 
told Mr. Mattar that the vaulting ap- 
peared to be Roman. The whole amaz- 
ing discovery is so stupendous that time 
will have to elapse, and a vast amount 
of archaeological work done, before 
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Mouth of the cistern through which Mr. Mattar descended when he 
discovered the Underground Church carved in solid rock. 





various aspects of its significance can 


be elaborated. 


Mr. Mattar commented several times 
on the beauty of the Church in the rock. 
He said the walls and floor were per- 
fectly smooth. It gives an impression 
of dignity, spaciousness and beauty be- 
fitting a place of worship. 


How strange that such an amazing 
structure should have been lost to man- 
kind for so many centuries! This fact 
again illustrates how important places 
can be forgotten. Year after year, thous- 
ands of visitors have walked through 
this part of the Garden, having no idea 
that a famous Church lay beneath them. 


Many will no doubt be asking how 
far it is from the tomb of Christ. The 
most accurate measurement that can be 
made, places the distance from the 
northwest corner of the Underground 
Church, to the door of the tomb, at 100 
feet. Most Christians know that the 
tomb is in the same ridge as Calvary. It 
is possible to drop a pebble from the 
hill into the tomb. 


The discovery of this Church leads 





to some very pleasant conclusions. It 
confirms the claims made for the Gar- 
den Tomb as the authentic burial place 
of the Saviour. It banishes the argu- 
ments of skeptics who have charged that 
no worship center ever existed on the 
premises. It proves that the Cross was 
an emblem of worship among early 
Christians. It offers a strong suggestion 
regarding the mode of baptism which 
they practiced. 


Scholars have had reasons for know- 
ing that the authentic tomb of Christ 
had a building contiguous to it at some 
time in the distant past. There is an 
abundance of evidence that such an edi- 
fice once stood near the sacred site, at 
ground level. It was destroyed, proba- 
bly by Hadrian, in 139 A. D. The rock- 
hewn Church beneath the surface abides. 


Critics have scoffed at claims made 
for the Garden Tomb. But the Church 
in solid rock was there all the time, 
silently waiting for an opportunity to 
testify that the area was used as a place 
of worship by early Christians. They 
wanted to be as close as possible to the 
scene where the most important events, 
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ever knewn in heaven or on earth, were 
enacted. 


a oe 
(THE TWO smaller cisterns, now full 


to the brim from recent rains, have 
yielded many pieces of pottery. Ex- 
perts have identified them as belonging 
to the three periods — Roman, Byzan- 
tine and Arab. 


As we strolled about the Garden, Mr. 
Mattar showed me the approximate 
boundaries of the cistern Church under 
our feet. One well mouth is directly 
over the baptismal pool in which I 
could see water shining far below. 


As I thought about the crack in the 
floor of the Underground Church, I re- 
marked that there must be caves be- 
neath it. Water flows down, not up. 
Where did it go? 


Mr. Mattar replied that archaeologists 
had said there might be a connection 
between the tomb area and the quarries 
of Solomon, to which there is an en- 
trance. just across the road from the 
Garden Tomb property to the south. I 
was in the quarries years ago. The en- 
trance is now sealed. 


There are caverns below the present 
streets of Jerusalem, even shops of the 
city’s main market avenue. I have been 
in some of them. It is easy to believe 
that Mr. Mattar’s discovery may lead 
to many other important revelations. 


The excavating has started. By next 
month, I will have a series of photo- 
graphs ready for The Defender, show- 
ing how the work is progressing. Our 
principal problem is to locate the stair- 
way leading from the surface down to 
the great door. 


Do steps come down to it ... or do 
steps come up to it from some passage- 
way hewn in the rock, like the tunnel 
cut by order of King Hezekiah from the 
Pool of Gihon to the Pool of Siloam 





under the oldest Jerusalem beyond the 
present south wall? 


I am convinced that other discoveries, 
of a nature that will almost catch away 
the Christian’s breath, are in the offing. 
Defender readers ( who are among the 
best people on earth), will be kept in- 
formed. Even bigger news should break 
soon.

HE WORK of restoring the Under- 


ground Church is, in itself, a major 
archaeological project. Considerable ex- 
pense will be involved. Mr. Mattar and 
his associates wished to know if the De- 
fenders organization would be willing 
to sponsor the undertaking as a service 
to Christ’s Cause throughout the world. 


Cablegrams and air mail letters were 
exchanged with Wichita headquarters 
and im a very short time I had in my 
hands an affirmative reply. We under- 
stand here in Jerusalem that the costs 





are to be covered by popular subscrip- 
tion among Bible-believing Christians 
in the United States. 


Dr. Winrod was quick to notify Mr. 
Mattar that our organization agreed to 
underwrite the expense. As I write these 
words, men are actually digging a short 
distance from my cottage in the Garden. 

















They must somehow find the steps 
that lead down to the entrance. The great 
arch of the rock-hewn Church must be 
cleared of soil and debris. A layer 20 
feet thick must be removed. 


Before concluding, I would like to 
say that individuals and groups in po- 
sition to be helpful have been most co- 
operative — the American School of 
Archaeology, the Antiquities Depart- 
ment of the Jordan Government, offic- 
ials at the Capital city of Amman and 
others. All seem to understand the im- 
portance of the present discovery and 
others to follow. 
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HE ASSERTION in the Declaration 

of Independence that all men have 
a right to “the pursuit of happiness” is 
misleading. Happiness is never found 
by pursuing it like chasing a butterfly, 
but always in seeking happiness for oth- 
ers. The mother finds her happiness in 
securing it for her child; Jesus “for the 
joy that was once set before Him en- 
dured the. cross.” 


To lose one’s life is not to throw it 
away, but to give it away. Life is too 
valuable to be sold at any price. We do 
not sell our most precious possessions. 
If we part with them, we give them 
away. Life’s best rewards come as we 
invest ourselves without thought of gain 
in some great cause or in the welfare. of 
human beings. 


Recently a story was told me of a 
wealthy man who offered his services 
to a hospital board, saying, “I have 
spent enough time and effort in making 
money and in getting things for myself. 
I should like now to have the pleasure 
of doing something for nothing.” The 
way to the enjoyment of life is: some- 
thing for somebody for nothing. 


It is in the service of others that true 
happiness is found. Over and over again, 
the great physician, Sir William Osler, 
quoted to his medical students the say- 
ing of Jesus: “He that loseth his life 
shall find it.” It is devotion to some 
lofty ideal, some form of unselfish serv- 
ice, which brings happiness.

WE BELIEVE 


Sermon Of The Month 
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The keynote address delivered before the twenty-third annual conven- 
tion of the Defenders of the Christian Faith (Spanish Division) ... at San 


Juan, Puerto Rico, January 21, 1955. 





Text: “I exhort you that ye should 
earnestly contend for the faith which 
was once delivered unto the saints.” 


Jude 3. 
APOLOGIZE for not being able to 


speak to you in your own beautiful 
Spanish language. Dr. Rodriguez has 
kindly consented to serve as my inter- 
preter. I am grateful to him for his 
help ... and to you for your patience. 











While in meditation regarding the 
meeting tonight it seemed to me that 
this, the 1955 convention, would be the 
time and place to answer the question 
— what do Defender Christians be- 
lieve? Indeed, not only followers of 
Christ in our missionary ranks, but all 
true Christians everywhere! What do 
they believe? 


Many creeds and statements of doc- 
trine have been written in the history 
of the Church. From earliest times 
Christians have made. written notes of 
their beliefs. 


A sound creed helps regulate conduct 
along righteous lines. A sound creed 
systematizes one’s knowledge of New 
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Testament doctrine. It stabilizes faith 
and keeps the believer from becoming 
allergic to false and heretical teachings. 


I invite you to examine with me to- 
night the most widely accepted state- 
ment of doctrine written in the history 
of the Church. We will study it clause 
by clause. The document that I have in 
mind bears the name of the Apostles. It 
is called the Apostles’ Creed. 


While we cannot be certain exactly 
when and with whom this Creed origin- 
ated, tradition says it was penned soon 
after Pentecost, each of the twelve Apos- 
tles contributing a clause. There is 
something to be said in favor of this 
theory. For one thing, it breaks down 
into twelve natural divisions. 


Such a statement of doctrine could 
have served a useful purpose immed- 
iately following the birth of the Church. 
Christianity had no Bible during the 
first two decades of its existence. 


The earliest books of the New Testa- 
ment were not written until twenty years 
after the death of Christ and some as 
late as sixty years. It is not unreason- 
able to suppose that the Apostles may 





have sensed the need of something more 
than oral teachings during this period. 
Any way, the document bears their 
name! 


As a summation of what every true 
Christian believes, the Confession which 
we are now considering cannot be im- 
proved. Let us give thought to its twelve 
natural divisions. 


(1) I BELIEVE 


“I believe in God the Father Al- 
mighty, Maker of heaven and earth.” 


The Creed opens with a positive dec- 
laration. Church fathers harbored no 
doubts. They knew what they believed. 
No question marks hung over the ar- 
ticles of faith. 


Early Christians made professions of 
faith at great personal risk. It caused 
them to become candidates for martyr- 
dom. They were consigned to flames, 
fed to beasts and thrown on beds of 
spikes. A vast army of Christian sol- 
diers went to their deaths with the im- 
mortal words, “I believe,” on their lips. 


Nero stands out in history as the most 
fiendish of all rulers, of that period, 
dedicated to the persecution of Chris- 
tians. He was goaded by his vicious 
wife, Poppaea, into committing unbe- 
lievable atrocities. 


Come with me to his gardens. An 
enormous crowd has assembled for en- 
tertainment. Crosses and sharp stakes 
have been erected encircling the arena. 
A signal is given. A gate is thrown open. 
Christians are driven out like lambs to 
slaughter. One is stationed beside each 
Cross or stake. 


Soldiers juggle their bodies into po- 
sition. An awful stifling silence settles 
upon the spectators. Even Nero is seen 
to cringe. The dull thud of the mallets 
pelting the spikes echoes across the 
gardens. Faithful followers of Christ 
are being subjected to the fate that He 
endured — crucifixion. 


Every Christian’s body is quickly 
swathed with oil. Faggots are thrown 
at the base of each Cross. Soldiers run 
with lightning speed, applying the 
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torch, and the flesh of the helpless vic- 
tims leaps into flames. Rome is illumin- 
ated by the bodies of burning Chris- 
tians. 

Without a single exception, those 
Christians were given an opportunity 
to renounce Christ and go free. They 
preferred martyrdom rather than to dis- 
grace their Lord. They were defenders 
of the faith. 


How different their attitude from that 
of twentieth century Liberalism which 
seeks to bring every fundamental of his- 
torical and evangelical Christianity in- 
to question! 


(2) AND IN JESUS CHRIST 


“And in Jesus Christ, His only Son, 
our Lord.” 

The writers of the Creed regarded 
Christ as the unique Son of God, not a 
son, but the Son. To them He belonged 
in the God class, not the man class. 


There is a school of thought, con- 
trary to both fact and Scripture, that 
speaks of Christ as possessing “divinity 
common to all of us.” According to this 
theory, man’s nature and that of Christ 
are identical, except that divinity found 
a broader expression in Him. The word 
“only” in the Apostles’ Creed invali- 
dates this idea. 


Our Lord possessed all the capabili- 
ties of God. He claimed omnipotence: 
“All power is given unto me in heaven 
and in earth.” 


He claimed omniscience: “No man 
knoweth the Son, but the Father; neither 
knoweth any man the Father, save the 
Son, and he to whomsoever the Son 
will reveal him.” 


He claimed omnipresence: “For 
where two or three are gathered togeth- 
er in my name, there am I in the midst 
of them.” 

He is unchangeable: “Jesus Christ, 
the same yesterday, and to day, and for 
ever.” 

The moon shines by reflected light. 
It returns night after night, a softer but 
not less beautiful object than the sun, 
communicating to mankind the light of 
the Sun in a gentle and delightful man- 
ner, suited to the strength of the human 
eye. 

This illustrates the relation of the 
Redeemer to our race of human beings 
who, softening the splendor of the God- 
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head, brings it to the eye of understand- 
ing in a manner fitted to man’s limited 
capacities. Thus, without being over- 
whelmed or distressed, we behold “the 
light of the knowledge of the glory of 
God in the face of Jesus.” 


(3) CONCEIVED BY THE 
HOLY GHOST 


“Who was conceived by the Holy 
Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary.” 


The birth of Christ was a subject of 
controversy when He was on earth, the 
same as now. A part of the record will 
be found in the eighth chapter of John’s 
Gospel. Our Lord’s claim to superna- 
tural generation, stated in the words, “I 
proceeded forth and came from God,” 
provoked ridicule and anger among 
those to whom He spoke. They made an 
insulting charge against His mother. 


“We be not born in fornication,” was 
their reply. The inference was clear. 
They sought to imply that He was thus 
born. How the Lord of glory must have 
resented the slur! They were trying to 
blacken the fairest name among wom- 
en. His fingers twitched. His cheeks 
flushed. His eyes flashed. His anger was 
quick and sharp: “Ye are of your fath- 
er the devil.” 

If Jesus Christ was not virgin born 
then He was hopelessly self-deceived. 
His recorded utterances add up to one 
thing, that He claimed to be God. He 
made Himself equal to God. It is natur- 
al to suppose that such a being would 
enter our humanity through sinless por- 
tals. He did so. The method was a vir- 
gin birth. 


(4) CRUCIFIED, DEAD, BURIED 


“Suffered under Pontius Pilate, was 
crucified, dead and buried.” Jesus was 
charged with blasphemy for affirming 
His position in the Godhead. This was 
a religious issue which affords no basis 
for an execution. The charge was there- 
fore changed to sedition. 

A mob was formed to pressure Pilate. 
Designing leaders stirred the rabble in- 
to a frenzy and produced the shout: 
“Thou art not Caesar’s friend, if thou 
let this man go.” 

The Son of God was falsely accused 
of “perverting the nation, forbidding 
tribute, saying he is a king.” More vic- 
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ious falsehoods never fell from human 
lips. Yet they sank into the minds of a 
sufficient number of people to create 
hysteria against an innocent Man. The 
Creed rings true: “Suffered under Pon- 
tius Pilate.” 


Jesus had to die on a Cross. Other 
attempts were made to take His life, 
but they failed because it was foreor- 
dained and prophecied in Old Testa- 
ment Scripture that He would be “lifted 
up from the earth.” 


The Cross was introduced in typol- 
ogy and symbolism centuries in advance. 
There are many Old Testament refer- 
ences to this effect. Psalm 22:16 is an 
example. David was drawn so close to 
Christ in His pre-existent state that he 
spoke of Him in the first person. Look- 
ing toward Calvary, the Psalmist said: 
“They pierced my hands and my feet.” 
Death on a Cross is the only mode. of 
execution that would pierce the hands 
and the feet. 


When our Lord died on the Cross it 
was an instrument of shame, comparing 
favorably with a modern hangman’s 
gallows or am electric chair. But be- 
cause of the purity of His life and the 
meaning of His death, the odium was 
removed, the Cross became sanctified 
and converted into a symbol of divine 
worship. 


(5) HE ROSE AGAIN 


“He descended into hell; the third 
day He rose again from the dead.” 


The reference to Christ descending 
into hell is one of the most mysterious 
passages of the Creed. Taken at its face 
value, it reminds us that Christ’s love 
reaches to the deepest hell into which 
any human being can sink. There is no 
sorrowful experience, trial, temptation 
or abyss beyond the range of His grace. 


But there is a deeper meaning to the 
text, having to do with Christ’s work 
among the “spirits in prison” during 
the three days His body was in the 
tomb, described in I Peter 3:18-19. 
Time is not available tonight for me 
to properly treat this phase of the sub- 
ject. 

The resurrection of Christ turned de- 
feat for the disciples into triumph. The 
crucifixion had left them forlorn, hu-

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miliated, disappointed and defeated. 
His resurrection changed everything 
and filled them with courage to perform 
mighty exploits. 

Look at the unattractive insect that 
lies upon the blade of grass or cabbage 
leaf. In a few short days it will rise. 
from its tomb and be floating in the air 
im all the beauteous colors of the rain- 
bow. 


Consider the dry root in the gloomy 
season of winter. When spring arrives, 
it will come forth as a beautiful rose 
which Solomon in all his wisdom could 
have never hoped to match. 


Think of the egg lying in the nest on a 
high mountain ledge. In it there is an 
eagle that will wing its flight above all 
other birds, with an eye riveted upon 
the meridian sun. 


The doctrine of the resurrection is 
supported by analogies in nature. 


(6) ASCENDED INTO HEAVEN 


“‘He ascended into heaven, and sitteth 
on the right hand of God the Father Al- 
mighty.” 

The entrance of the Lord Jesus Christ 
into this life was a miracle. His depar- 
ture was likewise miraculous. There is 
no earthly way of explaining how He 
transcended gravity during the ascen- 
sion demonstration. 


Christianity is a system of superna- 
turalism. It is a mistake to try to cast 
Christian beliefs in the molds of na- 
tural law. Acceptance of the superna- 
tural gives an upward reach that satis- 
fies the worshipful nature with which 
the soul is endowed. 


At one moment the Lord was present 
with the five hundred. The next moment 
He was not with them. The scene com- 
pletely changed in an instant. “He 
blessed them, he was parted from them, 
and they worshipped him.” 


God is too good and man too wicked 





for a direct approach. Fortunately, 
there is a Man in the glory, “touched 
with the feeling of our infirmities” 
through whom we have access to the 
Throne. 


(7) TO JUDGE 


“From thence He shall come to judge 
the quick and the dead.” 


That Jesus Christ will return to this 
planet, all Bible-believing Christians 
agree. There are differences of opinion 
as to when this event will occur and the 
circumstances destined to surround it. 
But no believer of Scripture will dis- 
pute the divinely ordered words, “I will 
come again.” 


Judgment is not a pleasant thought 
upon which to dwell. No one likes the 
word and its connotations. Conscience 
warns of future retribution for sins 
committed in the flesh unless they are 
erased through repentance in this life. 
The writers of the Creed did not seek 
to gloss over this fact. 


Every sin demands wages and carries 
its own penalty. The soul out of Christ 
engages in evil practices without the 
sting of remorse which the believer 
feels, even though the sin of the latter 
may appear trivial. Contact with the 
Holy Spirit sensitizes the conscience. 


A heinous sin may seem small to a 
worldly minded person whereas a small 
transgression looms large in the think- 
ing of a child of God. The reason is 
self-evident. The believer is solving the 
sin problem in this life. The unbeliever 
will face it in the judgment. 


(8) THE HOLY GHOST 
“I believe in the Holy Ghost.” 


During the days of His flesh, our 
Lord established a fellowship which He 
knew would expand and eventually en- 
circle the world. His followers collec- 
tively, comprising the Church, were giv- 
en a specific mission. The Holy Spirit 
as enlightener, comforter and guide, 
was clothed with authority to inaugur- 
ate and direct the program. 


The fourteenth chapter of John’s 
Gospel contains Christ’s statement in- 
troducing the Holy Spirit and preparing 
the hearts of His followers to receive 
Him. The third member of the Eternal 
Trinity is presented as a person. 


The three persons are. distinguished, 
but not divided; three substances, but 
one essence. This has been described as 
a “divine riddle,’ where one makes 
three, and three makes one. 


Our narrow thoughts cannot encom- 
pass the Infinite. But believers know 
experientially that the Holy Spirit is in 
the world, transacting the business of 
deity in this, the age of the Church. 


In the body of the sun there is the 
substance of the sun, the beams and the 
heat. The beams are begotten of the sun, 
the heat proceeds forth from the sun and 
the beams. These three, though different, 
are not divided. They make but one sun. 


So, in the blessed Trinity; the Son is 
begotten of the Father, the Holy Ghost 
proceeds from both; and though they 
are three persons, yet but one God. 


(9) THE CHURCH 
“The Holy Catholic Church; the 


communion of saints.” 


The meaning of the word Church is 
“called out ones.” Its usage in the New 
Testament anticipated the existence of 
a group of twice-born believers called 
out of the world and into Christ. 


Our Creed refers to these people as 
holy. Saints are holy. The Church is 
holy. Said Paul, “Husbands, love your 
wives, even as Christ loved the church, 
and gave himself for it.” 


The meaning of the word catholic is 
“seneral or universal.” In the text of 
the Creed it is an adjective rather than 
a proper noun. 


The finest fraternal feelings known 
to mankind exist between the members 
of the true Church. Christians through- 
out the world, regardless of racial or 
geographical boundaries, are partakers 
of the same eternal life stream. “For as 
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we have many members in one body, 
and all members have not the same of- 
fice: so we, being many, are one body 
in Christ, and every one members of 
another.” 


(10) FORGIVENESS OF SINS 


“The forgiveness of sins.” 


Men carefully avoid those who have 
an infectious disease. The sign of small- 
pox on a house is sufficient to cause an 
average person to cross over and walk 
on the other side of the street. The dan- 
ger is only physical. 


But when sin is uncovered, people 
gaze upon it with morbid curiosity. 
They advertise it. They pass it from 
mouth to mouth. Newspapers feature 
it under box car letters. Thus the virus 
spreads. The writers of the Apostles’ 
Creed understood the loathsome _na- 
ture of sin and desired its destruction. 


A converted Hindu came to a mission- 
ary to be baptized. He professed to 
have been seeking soul rest and happi- 
ness for a long time, making pilgrim- 
ages, bathing in the Ganges and morti- 
fying his flesh. 

Finally he heard the name of Christ. 
He sat up a whole night in distress of 
mind, thinking about sins he had com- 
mitted. Relief came at last. When asked 
how the sense of guilt vanished, this was 
his answer: “My sins went away in 
thinking of Christ.” There is no other 
way for ridding one’s self of this aw- 
ful malignancy. 


(11) RESURRECTION OF THE BODY 


“The resurrection of the body.” 

Jesus is the Christian’s pattern, the 
example, “the firstfruits of them that 
slept.” They know that life after death 
is a fact because He came back from the 
grave. They will be eventually clothed 
in the kind of bodily substance that He 
wore after the resurrection and before 
the ascension. 

Because He recognized His friends 
during this period, Christians know 
that they too shall recognize their 
loved ones. Several instances of recog- 
nition are recorded in the New Testa- 
ment. Mary knelt outside the tomb weep- 
ing. She heard a voice. Thinking it was 
the gardener, she turned to inquire 
about the body. Instead of the gardener, 
the Christ spoke. He said, “Mary” and 
she replied, “Master.” This was recog- 
nition after the resurrection. 
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(12) THE LIFE EVERLASTING 


“And the life everlasting. Amen.” 
The Apostle Paul wrote to the Church 


at Corinth: “For we know that if our 
earthly house of this tabernacle were 
dissolved, we have a building of God, 
an house not made with hands, eternal 
in the heavens.” In this passage of 
Scripture, Paul apparently found that 
the word “house” conveyed too much 
the thought of permanency when used 
in connection with the human body. So 
he supplemented it with the shifting 
structure. The tabernacle in the wilder- 
ness was moved from place to place. 


Material bodies are transitory. They 
exist in process of decay from the 
cradle to the grave. Every human being 
starts dying the day he is born. For the 
believer, a solid building, an eternal 
structure, is substituted when the earth- 
ly house dissolves. The new deathless, 
diseaseless body patterned according to 
the one Christ brought from the tomb, 
is “not made with hands.” 





Add together all the ages, multiply 
them by the leaves on the trees, the sand 
on the seashore and the dust of the 
earth; still you will be no nearer the 
termination of God’s existence than 
when you began your calculation. And 
let us remember that the duration of 
His existence is the only measure of our 
own. As it respects futurity, we are as 
immortal as God Himself. 
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HE APOSTLES’ CREED must be 

right. It has survived the wear and 
tear of the centuries. It has stood be- 
side the graves of those who boasted 
they would wipe Christianity from the 
face of the earth. It has carried martyrs 
through flames of persecution in tri- 
umph over death. It has anchored the 
faith and thrilled the souls of uncount- 
ed millions. 

The Apostles’ Creed is final in mat- 
ters of Christian doctrine. It invites an- 
alysis but forbids questioning. It speaks 
with authority. 

These things we believe. 
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Dr. Hurt has written a thought-provoking treatise which Bible-believing 
Christians will enjoy reading. He has listed a great many Scripture quota- 
tions to be examined. The article should be studied with an open Bible. 





OES THERE exist on this earth a 
people especially chosen of God? 
The answer is Yes. 


I am one of them. Many who will 
read this article belong to the same 
group. 

The Apostle Peter identifies them. 
“Ye are a chosen generation, a royal 
priesthood, an holy nation, a peculiar 
people ... called out of darkness into 
his (Christ’s) marvellous light.” I Peter 
2:9. 

In the following verse these chosen 
people are described as having exper- 
ienced the mercy of God. Next they are 
portrayed as being of a spiritual order, 
shunning “fleshly lusts.” 


There was a time when they were not 
members of the elect. They were alien 
from the commonwealth of Israel (a 
term that designates God’s people) 
strangers to the promise and without 
hope in the world. Ephesians 2:12. 


The time came when their position 
was changed and they were “no more 
strangers and foreigners, but fellowciti- 
zens with the saints, and of the house- 
hold of God.” Ephesians 2:19. 


They are now pilgrims in the earth, a 
“peculiar people,” traveling towards a 
heavenly country. I Peter 2:11. He- 
brews 11:13-14. God is proud “to be 
called their God” and Jesus is not 
ashamed to have them as brethren. 


The question arises, “Why should 
God have a chosen people?” The Scrip- 
tural answer must be, to give a witness 
in an ungodly world and to reflect the 
“marvellous light” they have received, 
im areas of “darkness” where they pres- 
ently reside as “pilgrims.” I Peter 2:9. 





Those who collectively comprise the 
chosen group have experienced within 
themselves the transforming power of 
Christ and are therefore “accepted in 
the beloved.” They comprise the true 
Israel, called out of the world and into 
Christ. Ephesians 1:6. 


THE FINISHED MYSTERY 


On the negative side, the blight of 
sin must be recognized and faced. God 
had to face it. With Infinite knowledge 
and patience He devised a way for pro- 
ducing a people to show forth His truth 
and holiness. 


Their position results not from physi- 
cal birth or human racial stock, but 
spiritual acceptance. Satan could be ex- 
pected to promote counterfeit ideas and 
try to confuse God’s magnificent plan. 
It is a paradox that some sincere Bible 
students have been betrayed into re- 
garding a certain Christ-rejecting race 
as being God’s chosen people. This must 
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be written off as a Satanic attempt to 
deceive “even the elect.” Mark 13:22. 


There is nothing in Scripture to sup- 
port the idea that any man, due to the 
texture of his flesh, occupies a place 
of preferment before God. “All have 
sinned and come short of the glory of 
God.” The word “all” anticipates the 
need of grace, the necessity of a work 
of grace in the life of everyone who en- 
ters the chosen line. John 1:13. Romans 
3:23. 


Racial structure does not enter into 
the program, for “God is no respecter 
of persons.” Acts 10:34 Not of flesh 
or works “lest any man should boast.” 
Ephesians 2:9. The chosen people have 
a responsibility to show forth “the rich- 
es of his grace.” Ephesians 1:7. The 
security of their position results from 
grace, not flesh. 


Such a group would naturally be re- 
garded as “peculiar” in a world of lust, 
selfishness and greed. They would stand 
out as different in an environment 
characterized by an unfriendly attitude 
toward God where people lie and cheat 
and steal and constantly take the name 


of God in vain. I Peter 2:9. 


The plan for bringing this people in- 
to existence reflects divine prudence. 
Certain Old Testament writers who, un- 
der inspiration wrote better than they 
knew, did not grasp the meaning of the 
mystery (secret). But in fulness of time, 
“the mystery of his will” was made 
known. Ephesians 1:9. 


How God’s line of true chosen peo- 
ple would be brought into existence, 
typified by Israel in ancient times, in- 
volves a “mystery which was kept se- 
cret since the world began.” Romans 
16:25. 


“Even the mystery which hath been 
hid from ages and from generations, 
but now is made manifest to his saints.” 
Colossians 1:26. 


Ties stronger than those binding the 
members of any human racial group, 
exist between the spiritually enlighten- 
ed souls who comprise collectively the 
chosen people. They are one in Christ, 
living on earth, but their “conversa- 
tion” (citizenship) is in heaven. They 
belong to one family. “Of whom the 
whole family in heaven and earth is 
named.” Ephesians 3:15. Philippians 
3:20. 


ANCIENT ISRAEL 


The ninth chapter of Romans dis- 
cusses Abraham’s descendants and 
clearly places them into separate div- 
isions: “They which are the children of 
the flesh, these are not the children of 
God: but the children of the promise 
are counted for the seed.” 











No effort is made by the inspired 
writer to lump all Old Testament des- 
cendants of Abraham together and place 
upon them the label “chosen.” 


If there is om earth today a race of 
human beings linked by blood to Abra- 
ham (a conjecture that cannot be 
proved), there exists no precedent or 
provision in Scripture for regarding 
them as a unit under the appellation, 
“God’s chosen people.” It is a snare 
and a delusion to so regard the Jewish 
race. 


In Romans 9:23-24 we read that both 
Jews and Gentiles are “vessels of his 
glory,” enjoying indescribable “riches” 
of grace. Instead of teaching that God 
favors one race above all others, the es- 
sence of Romans, chapter nine, is the 
exact opposite. 


Men have been called in every gener- 
ation, and set apart for special tasks. 
Bible history shows that many national- 
ities were so represented in olden times. 
Those chosen came from all walks of 


life. 


Because of the ideals and principles 
of the fathers of the Israelitish nation, 
it was given responsibility for keeping 
the true worship of God alive, in idola- 
trous surroundings. This was an assign- 
ment of supreme importance. 


A faithful minority, or remnant, re- 
mained intact within the nation, but the 
majority went astray. God’s smile rested 
upon the chosen few, the latter group 
described in Romans 9:8 as “children 
of the promise.” This verse excludes 
the vast majority of those known as 
Israelites as being “not the children of 


God.” ; 


The divine call goes out to whosoever 
will. The chosen ones are those who re- 
spond, regardless of physical nation- 
ality. “Even us, whom he hath called, 
not of the Jews only, but also of the 
Gentiles.” Romans 9:24. 


Abraham was a good man but even 
his blood lacked merit. He had to be 
circumcised. Isaac was circumcised. Ish- 
mael was circumcised. To be an Israel- 
ite, one had to observe this rite. No 
truth is plainer in Scripture. 


Israel as a nation included men of 
many tongues. This amalgamation was 
accomplished by circumcision. The act 
that made men members of ancient Is- 
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rael, was a type of the true circumcision 
wrought by the Spirit of God in the 
human heart in this the Church period 
of time. 


In Ephesians 2:11, Paul speaks of a 
“circumcision in the flesh made by 
hands,” thereby leaving a strong infer- 
ence that there must be a different and 
higher order of circumcision. His letter 
to the Philippians brings this fact clear- 
ly into focus: “For we are the circum- 
cision, which worship God in the spirit, 
and rejoice in Christ Jesus, and have 
no confidence in the flesh.” Philippians 
3:3. 

“For in Jesus Christ neither circum- 
cision availeth any thing, nor uncircum- 
cision; but faith which worketh by 
love.” Galatians 5:6. 


There can be but one conclusion, 
namely, that circumcision in the Old 
Testament, typifies circumcision of 
heart in the New Testament. The former 
foreshadowed the latter. The remnant of 
circumcised Israel stands out in bold re- 


Israel produced by spiritual birth’ in 
the framework of the Gospel of Christ. 


MAN AN EGOTIST 


From ancient days individuals and 
nations, obsessed with inflated egos, 
have claimed a corner on God like oper- 
ators on modern stock markets. In some 
instances they have made claims to be- 
ing of a special order as a covering for 
their crimes. Rulers have laid claim to 
the “divine right of kings.” 


The roots of this motive take us 
back to Eden. Man was made in the 
image of God and commanded to be 
fruitful and multiply. Alas! Sin dis- 
figured the image and man lost his 
greatness, rating and dominion. Man 
lost capacity to be God-like but not his 
desire to be great and dominate others. 
There is in him an inherent thirst for 
power. 


In the anarchy and confusion that 
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developed after man’s rebellion against 
God, kingdoms began to be built. We 
have the record sketched in Genesis. In- 
dividuals rose, exercising authority over 
others. Slavery dates back to the Babel 
builders under Nimrod. 


To solidify their gains and perpetuate 
kingdoms, self-deluded leaders claimed 
that they were given positions by divine 
appointment. Nimrod, like the Roman 
Caesars and many others, was deified. 
Semiramis, Nimrod’s wife, was worship- 
ed as a goddess. 


False religions, headed by pagan 
priesthoods, were created to give the 
practice divine sanction. Literature, 
mythologies, religions and practices, re- 
veal a varying degree among different 
peoples, to the claims of being especial- 
ly chosen. 


The modern Jew makes the same 
claim. Although difficult to conceive, 
many Christians agree. Some go so far 
as to bestow upon Jews practically all 
New Testament blessings which right- 
fully belong to the followers of Christ. 
And, ironically, the Jews reject them. 


The doctrine of Christ as the Son of 
God is the fundamental truth of Chris- 
tianity. According to the New Testa- 
ment, it is absolutely necessary to trust 
in the death of Christ and believe in His 
resurrection to enjoy the advantages of 
salvation. To reject Christ as such 
makes an individual or nation anti- 


Christ. 


This is the official attitude of Jewry, 
so stated in their Talmud and synagogue 
worship. The question naturally arises 
... How can such a racial group be con- 
sistently regarded as God’s chosen peo- 


ple? 


“Who is a liar but he that denieth that 
Jesus is the Christ? He is antichrist, that 
denieth the Father and the Son.” I John 
Zu. 


“Hereby know ye the Spirit of God: 
Every spirit that confesseth that Jesus 
Christ is come in the flesh is of God: 
And every spirit that confesseth not that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is not 
of God: and this is that spirit of anti- 
christ, whereof ye have heard that it 
should come; and even now already is 


it in the world.” I John 4:2-3. 
A race that subscribes to the views 
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here condemned by the Apostle John 
could not possibly qualify as God’s 
chosen people. 








Jews continue to perpetuate the fal- 
lacious idea that they are especially 
chosen to be the supreme nation of the 
world and this supremacy is destined 
to continue forever. Let it be plainly 
stated that God never promised them 
such a position. The claim is a perver- 
sion, an utter perversion, of great spir- 
itual truths having to do with the posi- 
tion of born-again believers. 


SEED, NOT SEEDS 


In the providence of God, the seed 
which would provide a house for deity 
on this earth, was potentially in the 
loins of Abraham. He was chosen to 
head a nation because of his ability to 
instill into its national existence an un- 
derstanding of the true God. The result 
was that a knowledge of, and prophecies 
concerning the coming Redeemer, were 
given to the world. 


Not all the nation was faithful. The 
majority became reprobate, idolatrous 
and rated with other heathen nations 
in the sight of God. But there remained 
a remnant among them who kept the 
faith alive regarding the One who was 
to come. 


Circumcision, not birth or blood, was 
the seal that God demanded. But cir- 
cumcision alone was profitless. It was 
only an outward sign of inner faith re- 
quired to designate obedience to God. 
This sign or seal overrode all barriers. 
Race, family or nation made no differ-

ence. One only needed to be circum- 
cised to become an Israelite. 


We now know in the light of truth 
revealed in the New Testament, that cir- 
cumcision in the flesh was typical of the 
true circumcision wrought in the heart 
through the new birth, which makes 
one a member of the true Israel. 


Abraham understood that his human 
descendants, as such, were not the peo- 
ple to whom special promises were 
given.

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NE OF the finest words in the New 

Testament was degraded again last 
month by the annual Jewish promotion- 
al scheme called “Brotherhood Week.” 
Radio, television, the press and other 
media for disseminating information 
were loaded with deceptive propaganda. 
The whole thing was artificial and hypo- 
critical, designed to denature, devitalize 
and destroy the Christian Gospel which 
exalts the person of Jesus Christ. 


The Bible is clear on the subject of 
Brotherhood. It tells us that there are 
two families in the earth, two Brother- 
hoods: the family of God and the fam- 
ily of Satan.

“Then answered the Jews, and said 
unto him, Say we not well that thou 
art a Samaritan, and hast a devil? ... 
Then took they up stones to cast at him: 
but Jesus hid himself, and went out of 
the temple, going through the midst of 
them, and so passed by.” 


Any person with an ounce of intelli- 
gence can read the above and see that 
there cannot possibly be any fellowship 
between true followers of Christ and 
Judaism. Any person who calls himself 
a Christian and attempts to fellowship 
with enemies of Christ in the name of 
Brotherhood is a traitor to His cause. 





Who stands to gain when Protestant 
Preacher, Priest, and Rabbi sit on the 
same platform? The religion that rep- 
resents the “lowest level” is the only 
one that gains. This would be Judaism 
which, down through history and at the 
present time, represents Christ’s worst 
enemies. 


When the Protestant Preacher sits 
down with the Rabbi, in public, he 
is in effect saying: “My profession of 
Christianity is not genuine.

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NeW SEDITION CASE PLANNED 
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THE SAME aanti-Christ outfits who 

planned, plotted and promoted the 
disgraceful wartime Sedition Case are 
becoming active again. 


To the surprise of millions of dis- 
cerning Americans, the House Commit- 
tee On Un-American Activities, under 
the management of Congressman Velde, 
became an instrument in their hands. 
There are a great many voters in his 
Illinois district, straight-thinking Amer- 
ican patriots, who disapprove of what 


he did. 


Individuals subservient to the plotters 
were given appointments to conduct the 
Committee’s affairs. On February 5, 
1955 the B’nai B'rith issued a “strictly 
confidential” memorandum to its mem- 
bers which stated: 


“From the mail we have received we 
gain the impression that many of our 
leaders believe that cooperation on the 
part of the American Jewish Committee, 
the Anti-Defamation League and_ the 
Jewish War Veterans with the Velde 
Committee is a dark secret. Nothing of 
the kind. The Jewish Committee is, as a 
matter of fact, very proud of its cooper- 
ation with Velde.” 


A “report,” allegedly prepared by 
members of Congress serving on the 
Committee, was released just before 
Velde retired as chairman ... designed 
to degrade a large number of individ- 
uals and organizations who have for 
years given effective opposition to the 
Communist conspiracy. 


The document was publicized accord- 
ing to the pattern used during the last 
war when a group of loyal patriots was 
mercilessly smeared and eventually con- 
victed in the public mind. This accom- 
plished, the trap was sprung and the 
victims taken to Washington to stand 
“trial.” The scheme backfired against 
the conspirators, but they have appar- 
ently learned nothing from the exper- 
ience.

The “report,” released with Velde’s 
consent, followed the Communist Party 


line of smearing patriotic opponents of 
Communism as Fascists. Congressman 
Francis E. Walter, Velde’s Democrat 
successor as Committee chairman, 
promptly denounced the proceeding as 
a fraud. 


A press dispatch from Washington 
stated: “Mr. Walter charged that the 
Committee held no hearings relating to 
the report and had not discussed the 
subject in executive hearings. He said 
he had not seen the report. Mr. Walter 
noted that Committee rules bar the 
release or disclosure of any report 
until after its approval by a majority of 
its members. “This kind of thing is going 
to stop,’ he declared.” 


Westbrook Pegler took note of what 
was happening and in his syndicated 
newspaper column, brought one segment 
of the conspiracy into focus. His article 
follows: 














HE HOUSE COMMITTEE ON UN- 

AMERICAN ACTIVITIES, under 
Harold Velde, of Illinois, Republican, 
as chairman, perpetrated a hoax in a 
“preliminary report on neo-Fascist and 
hate groups” published on December 
17th, last. 


This was an attempt to holler-up a 
menace presented by a few futile anti- 
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Semites in and around New York who 
have served as windmills for the non- 
sectarian Anti-Nazi League, itself a hate 
group. 

This league is operated by Isidore 
Lipschutz, who also operates a thing 
called the Society for the Prevention 
of World War III which tried to im- 
pose the vicious Morgenthau Plan on 
conquered Germany. 


The kernel of that plan was the re- 
moval of all British and American arm- 
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ed forces from Germany after the vic- 
tory of 1945 and the extension of the 
Soviet empire across France to the 
Pyrenees and down to and including 
Sicily. 














Harry Dexter White, who caused the 
delivery of American currency plates 
to Soviet agents in occupied Germany 
with which the Communist enemy coun- 
terfeited hundreds of millions of dollars 
redeemed by our taxes for Moscow’s 
profit, was one of Morgenthau’s prin- 
cipal subordinates during most of 
Henry’s reign at the Treasury. 


The “Investigation” of these so-called 
Neo-Fascist and hate groups by this 
Committee in the last spasm of the brief 
off-Republican Congress, bears the char- 
acteristics of other coups by Lipschutz 
and the band of fourflushers and con- 
fessed thieves, liars and scoundrels of 
miscellaneous other wicked propensities 
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who have performed under the league’s 
auspices.. 


His manager in this venture is one 
James H. Sheldon, who uses the title of 
professor. He served a brief term in 
the minimum category of the professor- 
ate at Boston University more than a 
decade ago. 


The whole outfit and its crooked 
agents and their treacherous conduct 
have been exposed in detail here before, 
both on my initiative and by confessions 
eagerly made to me by Mario Buzzi, a 
rofessional scoundrel so corrupt that 
e freely states that he cannot believe 
himself. Buzzi was for years a diligent, 
absolutely unscrupulous “operative” 
for the league. I have his “official” 
credentials as such. 


It is a fact of peculiar interest that 
although this Velde Committee has 
made this effort to propitiate the inter- 
national influence centered around the 
United Nations and the White House, 
no Congressional committee has ever 
even made a pass at Lipschutz and his 
two letterhead propaganda fronts. 


More to the point, T. Coleman An- 
drews, the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, a Democrat, recently had the 

all to hold that contributions to the 
Fipschutz league were deductible from 
taxable income by the donors even 
though the league spent the money for 
espionage on law-abiding American 
citizens. 

Two years ago in New York I deliver- 
ed to a special agent of the Internal Re- 
venue photostats of checks drawn to 
the Anti-Nazi League and other authent- 
ic data proving that the Lipschutz lea- 
gue has been doing precisely the same 
thing for many years. Velde knows all 
about this because he is a veteran agent 
of the FBI and an authority on such 
rubbish. 


After all, by the efforts of Lipschutz 
and Sheldon, the miscalled House Com- 
mittee on Lobbying, under a cheap thief 





named Frank Buchanan, actually pro- 
cured a prison sentence against Edward 
A. Rumely, of the Committee for Con- 
stitutional Government, of New York, as 
punishment for circulating John T. 
Flynn’s learned tract against Fabian 
Socialism. Rumely was vindicated later 
by the Supreme Court, but his jeopardy 
was serious nevertheless. 


Meanwhile, however, agents of the 
Lipschutz league corrupted a confiden- 
tial employe of the Committee for Con- 
stitutional Government and delivered 
stolen documents to Clinton P. Ander- 
son, of New Mexico, then a Congress- 
man, now a Senator, for use in an inves- 
tigation. 


Anderson admitted to me that stolen 
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material had been placed in his possess- 
ion by a representative of the Lipschutz 
league. The trap was set and sprung by 
Sumner Gerard, a brother of James Ger- 
ard, Woodrow Wilson’s Ambassador to 
Germany. 


The “Investigation” of the “Neo-Fas- 
cist and hate groups,” as summarized 
in his “preliminary report,” was a wash- 
out. 


The “preliminary report” of the Vel- 
de Committee is simply an expensive 
gesture to take the heat off forces which 
gave rise to such counter-forces in the 
first place. The Committee makes ab- 
solutely no charge against any individ- 
ual or organization of any violation of 


any law.

Mr. President, we sent this young girl 
down to Pittsburgh in an ambulance, 
and prepared her for the operation. Ex- 
perts came in and they made an incision, 
and sewed her up and said, “Nothing 
can be done.” They used the vulgar 
words, “She is rotten inside.” They said, 
“We will give her morphine and let her 
die a painless death.” Well, that was 
sad because she had four kiddies and, 
as I have said, I have gone through that 
agony and pain for years. 


LEARNS OF HOXSEY TREATMENT 


I had watched moves by Senator EI- 
mer Thomas back in 1946 in the United 
States Congress, when he endeavored 
to have an investigation made of the 
Hoxsey Cancer Clinic. I read the stor- 
ies about Dr. Hoxsey; I read the oppo- 
sition by the American Medical Asso- 
ciation and, like many another Ameri- 
can, I was skeptical. 


However, when I knew my sister had 
io die, I did just what you would have 
done. I grasped for that last straw, Mr. 
President. I picked up the telephone 
and called Dallas, Texas. I asked for 
Dr. Hoxsey. I told my story. I read the 
pathological report.

The first words he said were, “Sena- 
tor, I am not God. I cannot do the im- 
possible. I am only human, but I have 
cured thousands of people. Unfortu- 
nately, they come here when they are 
ready to take their last breath. I figure 
you will save yourself money to follow 
the doctor’s advice and let her die a 
natural death.” 


I said, “Dr. Hoxsey, I am only asking 
if you will have an ambulance at the air- 
port. Do what you can. If she does not 
survive the trip, we cannot hold it 
against you. If you prolong her life for 
a month or two months, it will be a 
miracle. But, please, take her as a pa- 
tient.” 


Mr. President, I have here the path- 
ological reports, signed by Dr. Brum- 
baugh, who was the pathologist for the 
Miners’ Hospital at Spangler, Pennsy]- 
vania, and Mercy Hospital, in Altoona, 
an outstanding pathologist. They show 
her case definitely, and my sister went 
down to Texas and, Mr. President, while 
it may be somewhat unusual, but with 
your permission and the permission of 
my colleagues, I want to say that my 
sister, the girl who had to die, who had 
no chance to live, for whom medical 
science said that there was no help, is 
here today. I ask her to rise (in the gal- 
leries) so that you can look at her to- 
day after the Hoxsey treatment. 


(Mrs. Haluska_ Kielbowick 


arose. ) 


Throughout that time, Mr. President, 
I was writing articles in small weekly 
papers, trying to keep my constituents 
back home informed of what goes on 
in Harrisburg, and giving them my 
opinions, as any public-minded citizen 
would do. I edited the column entitled, 
“As I See It.” 


So, after I saw my sister recovering 
and, working in a hospital which was 
approved by the A.M.A., I came to the 
most important decision of my life. 
Should I tell the world about this and 
lose my job and be persecuted and pro- 
secuted? Or, should I lack that courage 
and keep the job? 


PRESSURE FROM CHICAGO 


I talked with members of my family 
and friends, and most of them said, 
“John, you were not brought up to be a 
crusader or a reformer. You cannot

fight a monopoly. They will persecute 
you.” 


I took their advice for a time, but 
day after day I was haunted. I kept go- 
ing back to the hospital and seeing peo- 
ple die. So I made up my mind that I 
would tell the public through my col- 
umn just what I had discovered. 


That was the beginning. Fortunately, 
the Cambria County Medical Associa- 
tion responded favorably. I hold here 
a copy of a newspaper headline, “Cam- 
bria Medical Society Backs Senator Ha- 
luska’s Stand.” 


I was the happiest man in the world 
because a group of over 200 good doc- 
tors called a meeting and wrote to Unit- 
ed States Senator Langer stating that a 
great discovery was apparently made, 
asking him, as Chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, to promote an in- 
vestigation of this treatment and if what 
I claimed to have found back home had 
really taken place, this treatment should 
be introduced in every hospital in the 
Nation. That was a stand that made my 
heart feel good. 


Within three days time, the big arm 
from Chicago reached into Cambria 
County. The A.M.A. came in and called 
a meeting, called our boards in and ask- 
ed them, “Who gave you permission to 
call a meeting? Why did you fellows 
go on record as asking for an investi- 
gation? Don’t you men know that Hox- 
sey is the greatest enemy we have? We 
have had him in court now for a quar- 
ter of a century, time in and time out. 
He is a charlatan; he is a quack. Give 
that man a chance and he will spread 
throughout the Country. He will do us 
harm. Now, we know you cannot back 
down politely, but from now on, keep 
quiet.” 


Mr. President, I kept on prodding the 
Cambria County Medical Society, and 
then I came out in an article and asked 
that the Society be fair to humanity by 
picking three of the best doctors at their 
command, be they from Cambria Coun- 
ty, or from the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania in its entirety, or the Nation. 
I offered in my column to have them 
drive down to Texas with me, and stated 
that I would pay their expenses. 


I said we will seek pathological re- 
ports, not made by Dr. Hoxsey, but re- 
ports made out by Mayo Brothers, Cleve-

land Clinic, Johns Hopkins, Gotham 
Hospital, a report by Terrell’s Labora- 
tories, Scott and White, all America’s 
famous laboratories and institutions. I 
said, “Let’s call the patients in. Dr. 
Hoxsey has agreed to do that. Gentle- 
men, I will pay your expenses.” They 
said, “We would like to go down, but 
we are not allowed. We don’t believe 
he has anything.” 


DOCTORS INVESTIGATE 


Mr. President, one day I got a letter 
from a doctor in Cleveland. To be spe- 
cific, I shall give you his name, Dr. 
H. B. Mueller, Cleveland, Ohio, M.D.; 
University of Gottingen, in Germany; 
Instructor of Internal Medicine, Uni- 
versity of Michigan. He said, “We have 
taken all the abuse we are going to take 
from you cheap politicians back there 
in Pennsylvania. We are reading your 
articles and people put you into posi- 
tions who condemn our therapy. You 
pretend to know something about can- 
cer. Seven of us are going down to Dal- 
las, and we want you to be there and be 
sure you are there.” This was April 8th, 
Oth, 10th, 11th and 12th of last year. 


I went down with my wife and, lo 
and behold, the Cambria County Medi- 
cal Society said, “We shall send an 
M.D. with you, a chief surgeon, Dr. Ben- 
jamin F. Bowers, of Ebensburg, Penn- 





sylvania, and a newspaper reporter by 
the name of McDevitt. We shall see 
what this man, Hoxsey, has.” 


When I arrived, Mr. President, the 
seven M.D.’s were in the Clinic and re- 
fused to shake hands with me. I was 
not in their category. I was that cheap 
politician who was calling their hand. 
But Dr. Hoxsey, in the meantime, when 
these men requested the investigation, 
asked them how long they would stay 
and how many patients they would like 
to see. 


They said they would see fifteen or 
twenty cases that had been diagnosed 
by outstanding institutions. Dr. Hox- 
sey said that he would give them thirty- 
five of the Nation’s outstanding cases, 
internal and external, men and women 
who were told that they would have to 
die. They were not told that by Dr. Hox- 
sey, but by medical science, men of 
great authority. 


So, Mr. President, we sent this tele- 
gram to the following people, hoping 
they would take part once and for all 
in either closing this man down if he 
is a quack or, for God’s sake, let him 
benefit the people of this Country. 


He was not hiding; he was not mov- 
ing. He sent this telegram to Dr. J. R. 
Heller, National Cancer Institute, Mary- 
land; John Teeter, Damon Runyon Can- 
cer Fund, New York; Dr. Cameron, 





Medical Director, American Cancer So- 
ciety; Dr. Leonard Sheele, United States 
Surgeon General; and Oliver Fields, 
Attorney for the American Medical As- 
sociation. The telegram read as follows: 


“Thirty-five pathological proven cas- 
es of cures, internal and external, of 
cancer will be presented before a jury 
of seven M.D.’s from all over the Na- 
tion at Hoxsey Cancer Clinic, Dallas, 
Texas, April 10, 11, 12, 1954. You are 
invited to attend or send representatives. 


(s) Dr. Harry M. Hoxsey.” 


There, my friends, for the first time 
since this controversy began, we had 
seven outstanding doctors, taking it up- 
on themselves to persecute me because 
of my radical stories and Dr. Hoxsey, 
in addition thereto, invited these out- 
standing people. Dr. Hoxsey said, “Let’s 
find out the truth. Let’s see what it is 
all about. If I am a quack, you men will 
know it. Go back home and tell the 
world.” What could be more fair? 


Three other doctors came into the pic- 
ture. Mr. President and Members of the 
Senate, these were ten of the outstand- 
ing doctors in the Country who wanted 
to know the truth, despite the fact that 
the American Cancer Society, the Da- 
mon Runyon Fund and the A.M.A. re- 
fused to attend. 


After three days of checking patient 
after patient, examining their patho- 
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logical reports from Mayos and other 
institutions, talking to the patients, mak- 
ing examinations, they issued a state- 
ment, which I placed on each Senator’s 
desk just the other day, approving the 
Hoxsey method, and stating that they 
were amazed at the discovery and were 
ready to practice the Hoxsey method, 
and thanking me from the bottom of 
their hearts for those radical statements 
I wrote. 

Today I received mail from all of 
them, and every one of these doctors 
wishing me well, pledging me their 
help and offering to testify in any court, 
any place, to tell the American people 
that the Hoxsey method for treating 
cancer, in their opinion, is the most ad- 
vanced in this world. ' 


Mr. President, I think we all fear the 
word “cancer.” I have taken the posi- 
tion definitely, and I defy any contra- 
diction regardless of what the A.M.A. 
may say, that the method they call ap- 
proved, which is medical surgery, deep 
therapy treatment and radium, has nev- 
er cured a case of cancer in the history 
of man. 


























This carnage should be stopped. They 
have burned holes in human bodies, a 
burning hell and the feeling of an elec- 
tric chair. They know in their hearts 
that they never have cured a case of 
cancer with the so-called approved meth- 
od. Mr. President, I will debate the ques- 
tion sincerely with any person, any path- 
ologist, with any doctor. Results speak 
for themselves ...

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NEW CLINIC IN PENNSYLVANIA 


You might say, gentlemen, why bring 
this up here? No doubt, by this time, 
you are saying, “Well, what have we to 
do with this?” Because of my interest, 
Mr. President, believe me, in suffering 
humanity, I have asked Dr. Hoxsey to 
try to establish a Clinic in Pennsyl- 
vania. 


When I was down in Texas, at Dr. 
Hoxsey’s Clinic, I thought I was at a 
county fair because one cannot get near 
the place. Planes from Brazil, Germany, 
Australia, and from all over the Nation 
are flown here. One day we counted 
thirty-seven license plates from differ- 
ent States. People were lined up on the 
porch and out on the lawn. 


Having been a hospital administrator, 
I know that many, many people in Penn- 
sylvania are dying of cancer. So, I said, 
“TI suppose you realize by now that I 
have taken a terrible beating from the 
press, radio, television and the public, 
because I believe in a principle. I do not 
care a bit what they say about me. I am 
only interested in one thing. Could you, 
and would you, consider establishing a 
cancer Clinic in Pennsylvania?” Dr. 
Hoxsey said, “Senator, for what you 
have gone through, you tell me where 
you want it, when you want it and your 
wish will be fulfilled. If any man is so 
interested in humanity, how could I say 
No?” 


Fortunately for Dr. Hoxsey, and he 
is in this Chamber today and I shall in- 
troduce him, which may embarrass him, 
he is a multi-millionaire, out of my 
category entirely. Money is no object 


to him. Dr. Hoxsey is a red-blooded 
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Indian, Indian blood running through 
his veins, who inherited his treatment 
from his father and grandfather, and 
because he made a promise to his dying 
father that he would continue treating 
humanity at any cost, he is doing so to- 
day. He made no money in the Clinic, 
but the Lord has been very good to him 
as a manufacturer and drug store oper- 
ator, with oil wells and other paying 
investments. He has made millions and 
he is pouring it back in for the sake of 
people like myself and yourself. 


So, he said, “Senator, if you want the 
Clinic in Pennsylvania, name it.” While 
I live in Patton, Pennsylvania, I decided 
to put it on the main line of train serv- 
ice, and we are setting up the Hoxsey 
Cancer Clinic at Portage, Cambria 
County, Pennsylvania, between Altoona 
and Johnstown, to take care of the peo- 
ple of the eastern seaboard. 


Already, Mr. President, the State 
Board of Nurse Examiners of this great 
Commonwealth has issued notice that if 
a registered nurse should dare to work 
in that Clinic, she will have her degree 
revoked. You gentlemen have a cause 
to fight for when a group of men back 
there, are told by someone what to do 
when we are trying to treat suffering 
humanity. No one is trying to make any 
money, and yet a registered nurse dare 
not take a job in this Clinic because her 
four years will be wasted and they will 
strip her of the degree she earned. Mr. 
President, for that cause, I shall fight 
forever, and I think you will, too. 


Mr. President, a doctor went on a 
Pittsburgh radio station and said, “We 
shall introduce legislation in the 1955 
Session of the Legislature to stop this 
man from operating in Pennsylvania.” 


You will face that type of legislation, 
and that is why I am trying to tell you 
what I know, in fairness to you gentle- 
men. I know you are fair, I know you 
are sympathetic, but without some 
knowledge, some preview of what has 
taken place, you might blindly stop this 
man from operating in Pennsylvania. 


NORMAN METZGER INTRODUCED 


I could stand here, Mr. President, for 
hours and show you pathological re- 
ports, until your heart would bleed, of 
people who have been saved. I have 
here a gentleman from Erie, Pennsyl- 
vania, a Mr. Metzger (in the galleries). 
Mr. Metzger, would you kindly rise? 
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-(Mr. Norman Metzger arose.) 


Mr. President, Mr. Metzger, from 
Erie, Pennsylvania, had a son — talk 
to him, get his own story, gentlemen — 
who in 1945 had Hodgkin’s Disease 
which is incurable, so said the Ameri- 
can Medical Society, incurable! 


Everything that could be done for 
Mr. Metzger, Richard, was done by med- 
ical science. Every cent this gentleman 
had, he poured into the life of that son. 
The boy became limp and helpless. A 
young man seventeen years of age. 


Think of a boy seventeen years of 
age, dying by the moment. The last re- 
course — this was in 1946, the trouble 
started in 1945 — was when the doctors 
told Mr. Metzger, “Nothing else can be 
done for your son; we have exhausted 
everything.” Mr. Metzger said, “Well, 
I am going to try this man Hoxsey.” 
The doctors told him not to go there. 
Gentlemen, you would think they would 
be happy if somebody could save a boy 
dying on their doorstep. 


Mr. Metzger took that boy down to 
Texas, and since that time, he has grad- 
uated from the University of Florida, 
and today he is a Staff Sergeant in the 
United States Army. I would like to 
have had him here, but that was impos- 
sible; positively cancer-free, a boy who 
was to die, for whom there was no hope. 


LITTLE KATHY INTRODUCED 


Mr. President, one of the saddest sto- 
ries in American history took place last 
August when papers throughout the Na- 
tion carried the picture which I hold in 
my hand of a little angel, a little girl 
five years old, who had to die. There 
was no hope for her; the parents, with 
bleeding hearts, trying everything. 


Some interested citizens of South 
Bend, Indiana thought the poor little 
girl should have an early Christmas and 
a birthday party, for she had only thirty 
days to live. All the child wanted was 
a baby doll before she died. Thousands 
of dolls came in from sympathetic 
Americans in all parts of the Country. 


I wish you could read this story, Mr. 
President. With the permission of the 
Senate, I would like to insert it into 
the Legislative Journal, in order not to 
take up unnecessary time of my good 
colleagues here today. It is the saddest 
story on earth. I should just like to read 
one portion of it, if you do not mind. 
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When Kathy Allison was told by med- 
ical science that she had to die, the 
South Bend Tribune came out with this 
headline, “Little Kathy Anxious to 
‘Meet Jesus and His Angels’.” So the 
parents, with broken hearts, talked to 
Kathy and made her understand that she 
had to go to meet Jesus. I would like 
to read one small paragraph. When the 
doctors talked to the Allison family, 
they said, “There is nothing more sci- 
ence can do to stop the malignancy. The 
child must die.” 


The article continues: “Not that 
Kathy does not know what is happening. 
Her parents have told her that some day 
soon she will be meeting Jesus and she 
is anxious to see Him. Five year old 
girls forget easily and it often slips 
Kathy’s mind that she won’t have time 
to do all the things she talks about. 


“But when you witness the faith with 
which Harry and Mabel Allison have 
accepted the approach of Kathy’s death; 
when you consider the spirit of the 
whole family and of most of their 
neighbors, a spirit of resignation to 
God’s will; when you hear Kathy proud- 
ly say, ‘I’m going to meet Jesus and all 
His angels,’ the beauty of the little girl 
and of her little life changes the pain 
and heartache, changes it into something 
like compassion, or something more like 
love.” 


Witness those parents, Mr. President. 
What would we do if that were your 
little Kathy, or my Kathy, when medi- 
cal science said she must go in thirty 
days, so light this Christmas tree and 
celebrate her birthday for she will nev- 
er see another one? Her father was a 
poor man, a plasterer. He made a liv- 
ing by the sweat of his brow. He was 
assisted by his neighbors, who started a 
fund and bought tickets to send them 
down to Dallas. 





Mr. President, may I have permission 
to show you little Kathy Allison? 
Kathy, come here, please. 


(Kathy Allison came forward.) 


Here, Mr. President, is that little an- 
gel who, according to medical science, 
had to meet the angels soon. Today, 
she is going to school; was X-rayed last 
week and found to be cancer-free and 
is playing like any other normal child. 


Would you sit back, gentlemen, and 
not do what I am doing? Here is the 
father weeping. Mr. Allison, will you 
kindly stand up? He is just a young 
man, the proud father of this child 
whom God spared. 


(Mr. Harry Allison arose.) 


Here is a living witness to what he 
has gone through. And, Mr. President, 
they still call Dr. Hoxsey a quack. 


DR. DREW AND DR. HOXSEY 
INTRODUCED 


I would now like to present Dr. Drew. 
Dr. Drew, would you rise? 


(Dr. Ira Walton Drew arose.) 


Dr. Drew is a former Congressman 
from Philadelphia, and a personal 
friend of Dr. Hoxsey, ready to take 
part in administering the Hoxsey treat- 
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ment to save humanity, but the State 
Board says they will not give nurses. 
This concerns a man who is licensed in 
Pennsylvania under the law. 


Mr. President, permit me now to in- 
troduce to you that great humanitarian, 
a man who needs a critic like I need a 
hole in my head; a man devoted to suf- 
fering humanity; the man who wanis to 
give this treatment to America; the man 
who, himself, has been put in jail and 
his beautiful wife has been put in jail 
because the A.M.A. said he was practic- 
ing by unorthodox methods. Dr. Hox- 
sey. Dr. Hoxsey, will you stand up? 
This is Dr. Hoxsey, ladies and gentle- 
men, from Dallas, Texas. 


(Dr. Harry M. Hoxsey arose.) 


I think we will be on a radio or tele- 
vision program tonight, Mr. President. 
If so you will see Dr. Hoxsey and hear 
more about his work. 


DR. WINROD QUOTED 


Mr. President, I would like to read 
just a little bit from an article written 
by that great Gospel Minister, the man 
who has given wholehearted support 
to Dr. Hoxsey, the well known Dr. 
Gerald B. Winrod, of Kansas, who pub- 
lishes The Defender Magazine. I asked 
Dr. Winrod, “As a Minister of the Gos- 
pel, why are you so interested in putting 
yourself out on the limb?” He wrote 
his own story briefly and states, “The 
Hoxsey treatment, as administered by 
the father of the present Dr. Hoxsey, 
was used, in the providence of God, to 
save my life at the age of nine.” 


You can see why Dr. Winrod would 
be interested. He is today one of the na- 
tion’s outstanding Ministers. 


Mr. President, I will not take up your 
time reading the story Dr. Winrod 
wrote, but he states, “In the book of 
Hosea, chapter 4 and verse 6, we read 
a statement which certainly applies here. 
‘My people are destroyed for lack of

knowledge’. 


Now, Mr. President, I shall soon 
close. Every known method at my com- 
mand, every known method at the com- 





mand of Dr. Hoxsey, has been used in 
asking the United States Public Health 
Department, the American Cancer So- 
ciety, the Damon Runyon Fund and sev- 
eral of the Nation’s outstanding path- 
ologists to go down to Dallas, Texas, 
where he will have before them the 
type of patients they want to see; car- 
cinomas, brain cancers, tongue cancer, 
external, internal, in people from all 
parts of the Country. If they want five, 
ten, twenty, thirty, fifty, they can see 
them, depending upon the time. 


FIGHTS CANCER THROUGH 
BLOOD STREAM 


I have studied the Hoxsey treatment, 
and know it has value. I have been in 
close contact with that great internation- 
al pathologist, Von Bremmer in Ger- 
many, and I have spent time with the 
great renowned pathologist in America, 
and I say he is renowned, Dr. Rhoads, 
from the Sloan-Kettering Clinic, and I 
have the highest respect for him. I have 
talked with these men and listened to 
their versions and gave them mine. 


They listened to my versions of this 
dread disease, and of all the men: to 
whom I have talked, I publicly pay my 
respect to the Sloan-Kettering Founda- 
tion and their great pathologist and 
director, Dr. Rhoads, who said, “Sena- 
tor, I cannot approve the Hoxsey meth- 
od, but neither can I condemn it.

Go down the list of your 
neighbors, and they are all alike. Take 
a woman’s breast and cut the cancer off. 
You have the object, but you do not 
have the cause. It is still there. 


What happens? In another month or 
two it is in the other breast, then her 
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spine and her hips, and then in her 
lungs. Cancer has favorite spots. In the 
male body it has three; lungs, rectum 
and prostate glands. In the female, it is 
the cervix and breasts. Cancer, like a 
grass fire, goes everywhere from there. 


Mr. President, medical men know 
they are not curing cancer. I am only 
asking you gentlemen to consider the 
bill that I am about to introduce deal- 
ing with this subject ... 

















THE FITZ GERALD REPORT 


Mr. President, when I dictated my 
stories, | started making additional 
copies for various newspapers, and the 
Altoona Tribune carried what I wrote. 
One day a man on this paper called me 
and said, “Senator, could I meet you 
some place? I want to talk to you about 
your articles.” 


We met midway between Patton and 
Altoona. He said, “I am sorry, but we 
cannot use your articles any longer.” 
I said, “Why?” He said, “The A.M.A. 
called my boss and said that if we dare 
print one more of these stories, our na- 
tional advertising, toothpaste, Listerine, 
and so on, would be taken out of our 
paper.” Mr. President, that was the last 
of the articles. 


I would like to call attention to a re- 
port from that great American attorney, 
Benedict F. FitzGerald, Jr., who was a 
former prosecutor in the Department of 
Justice. This report was directed to Sen- 
ator John W. Bricker and members of 
the Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee of the United States Senate, 
as a progress report on a study of the 
need for investigation of cancer research 
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organizations, requested by the late Sen- 
ator Charles W. Tobey. 


What did he say? Mr. FitzGerald 
said that the American Medical Associa- 
tion would be rocked to its foundations 
if the American people learned the 
truth. After Senator Tobey died, Sena- 
tor Bricker stopped the investigation. 


Charles W. Tobey, Jr., says: “Immed- 
iately following my father’s death, 
powerful forces in organized medicine 
brought pressure to bear in Washington 
and this important investigation was 
stopped, and Mr. FitzGerald was sum- 
marily discharged. The only hope of 
present and prospective victims of can- 
cer lies in a full Senate Investigation. 
If you will write me, I will advise of 
steps you can take to help accomplish 
such an investigation. In the meantime, 
I suggest that you write to your two 
United States Senators, quoting from 
portions of this report.” 


BILL INTRODUCED 


Mr. President, a Hoxsey Cancer Clin- 
ic will open its doors in Portage, Cam- 
bria County, Pennsylvania, on March 
7th. There will be an open house from 
the first to the seventh, and I am invit- 
ing anyone who may be interested, 
M.D.’s or otherwise, to check the facil- 
ities, what we have here, and what we 
hope to do for the people of the eastern 
seaboard ...

We only want to treat suffering 
humanity so that your sisters, like mine, 
can live; so your Kathy, like Mr. Alli- 
son’s, can live; so that your son, like 
Mr. Metzger’s, can go to college and 
graduate, and many, many others. I 
could give you case after case ...

I SPENT fifteen days on the Island of 

Puerto Rico in January, carrying 
out the heaviest and most blessed mis- 
sionary assignment I have known ... in 
the more than a dozen trips made to 
that part of the world, during the last 
25 years. I found it difficult to pull 
away and return home. 


What wonderful people — those De- 
fender Christians! To know them is to 
love them. 


It was my pleasure to have a part in 
the annual Convention of our Spanish 
missionary division, attended by Pastors 
and other workers from all parts of the 
Island. The meeting was held in the 
spacious Defender Church of the Capi- 
tal city of San Juan. Pastor Julio Diaz, 
his wife and congregation, proved a per- 
fect host. The text of my message to the 
Convention appears elsewhere in this 


Defender. 


I was able to devote more time than 
any previous trip, to travels in the inter- 
ior, visiting our native Churches. Re- 
sults accruing from these worship cen- 
ters baffle descriptive powers. 


We are witnessing a perpetual reviv- 
al on this field. New congregations, 
large and small, are being constantly 
added to the list until the number is 
now approaching the 200 mark. Every 
Church has a trained native Pastor — 
many of whom are graduates of our 
Seminary at Rio Piedras in the metro- 
politan area. 


I have watched this Church organ- 
izing program grow from infancy. Some 


of the congregations seem like mere 
names on our records here at Wichita 
headquarters, until visited in person. 


When one leaves San Juan for the in- 
terior by automobile, follows mountain 
trails as far as possible, parks the car, 
transfers to horseback (as is often neces- 
sary), makes his way to places never 
reached by tourists ... and back there, 
far off the beaten paths finds a Church 
made of poles, thatch and _ benches, 
filled with worshippers — the work sud- 
denly takes on new meaning and comes 
to life in one’s thinking, as a living, 
pulsating organism. 


The importance of the task grips the 
mind and the sight, as a whole, tugs at 
the heart. Reports in the files at Wichi- 
ta are made to glow with light and take 
on a new meaning. At the helm of the 
program stands a great soul, affection- 
ately called “the Moody of the West 
Indies,” Superintendent J. F. Rodri- 
guez.

FCONomIc CONDITIONS | remain 

sadly out of balance in Puerto Rico, 
although progress is being noted under 
the management of the present Gover- 
nor. Little improvement can so far be 
observed, as far as living standards are 
concerned, in the interior. 


The vast majority of Puerto Ricans 
live in abject poverty. Families are un- 
dernourished, making their bodies a 
prey for diseases typical of the tropics. 
Few in the United States have any idea 


what conditions are like among these 
people. How they manage to survive is 
a mystery to visitors who come in from 
the outside. 


The Gospel of Christ is greatly need- 
ed. Living conditions somehow improve 
where it is preached, regardless of eco- 
nomic handicaps. There is magic in its 
message. But such people cannot reach 
out for the Gospel. It has to be taken to 
them. We are doing this by training 
preachers, evangelists and other leaders, 
motivated by a sense of compassion to 
work among their own people. 


The spirit of one Seminary student, 
who returned to his native community, 
may be taken as an example. Upon 
reaching his home town, he began to 
witness with great earnestness. No op- 
portunity to apply knowledge gained 
at the Seminary was allowed to pass. 
On the streets of villages, in humble 
homes, along mountain trails, people 


heard him gladly. 


A small congregation was soon estab- 
lished, which included a Sunday School 
for children. Within six months, he had 
several bright conversions, and a nucle- 
us of believers organized. He was with- 
out financial support from any source, 
lacked proper clothing, and often went 
hungry. 


Finally, he sent a report and a plea 
for help to Dr. Rodriguez. This report, 
which explained the need of erecting 
a building for worship purposes, was 
forwarded to Headquarters in Wichita. 
Help was arranged according to the us- 


ual Chapel Plan.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “WALK.” 


This and next Sunday’s lesson deal 
with Christian living but in different 
ways. Today’s lesson is concerned with 
personal character and triumph over 
sin in individual lives. The exhortation, 
“Be ye holy,” is the fundamental con- 
sideration. 


Next Sunday’s lesson studies the 
Christian as a social creature in rela- 
tion to the world in which he lives. How 
should a believer behave in an environ- 
ment unfriendly to his Master? The 
basic thought is wrapped up in the 
words, “Be not overcome of evil, but 
overcome evil with good.” 


We have before us the writings of 
Paul, Peter and John exhorting Chris- 
tians to put on garments of righteous- 
ness, walk as children of the light and 
press toward genuine holiness. There 
were heinous sins deeply embedded in 
the Roman world to be sternly avoided. 
Some of these are listed, “fornication, 
uncleanness, passion, evil desire, covet- 
ousness, idolatry” “anger, wrath, 
malice, railing, shameful speaking out 
of your mouth.” 


The sins mentioned in these ancient 
writings are identical with those which 
vex the world today. Human nature has 
not changed. And the remedy for sin, as 
taught by the Apostles, remains the 
same. 


The life of the Christian is different 
from people of the world. “Walk to 
please God,” says Paul in I Thessalon- 
ians 4:1. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS COLOS- 
SIANS 3:9. 


“Put off the old man ... 
the new man.” 


and put on 


This is one of Paul’s great metaphors, 
wherein he likens conduct to a garment. 
The vices im which men out of Christ 
indulge are described as “old.” They 
are old because derived from Adam by 
natural birth, reflecting an inborn sin- 
ful nature of evil thoughts, motives, 
emotions, volitions. 


When the work of Christ is perfected 
in the soul, the nature becomes “new” 
because associated with the second 
Adam. Christ is to the new spiritually 
regenerate race (born again believers 
collectively), what Adam is to the old 
race by physical birth. 


In her book, “Comments on the Epis- 
tles,” Mrs. Winrod summarizes the 
teaching in Colossians on this important 
subject as follows: “Negatively, Paul 
lists many habits and practices to be 
eliminated (chapter 3, verses 5-9). ‘Put 
off the old man with his deeds.’ Posi- 
tively, he lists many virtues which find 
natural expression among those abid- 
ing in Christ (chapter 3, verses 12-17). 
‘Put on the new man, which is renewed 
in knowledge after the image of him 
that created him’.” 


“Through thoughts, reactions, atti- 
tudes and decisions ‘slanted’ Christward, 
the Christian will realize a growing, ex- 
periential knowledge of the Christian 
man God created and recreated him to 


be.” —Dr. E. F. Haight. 








(3) THE KEY FACT: “CHRISTIANS 
SHOULD BEHAVE LIKE CHRIS- 
TIANS.” 


The problems with which Paul had 
to contend among Christians at Ephesus, 
Colosse and Thessalonica are similar 
to those found in our Churches today. 


I Thessalonians 4:1-8 shows that the 
Apostle sensed the necessity of hedging 
the newborn babes in Christ about with 
moral restraints. Moral standards of 
believers are contrasted with those of 
the heathen. The first vice listed is im- 
morality. “Abstain from fornication.” 
Christians are expected to live exem- 
plary lives. 


Ephesians 5:1-21 is concerned with 
ethical matters. The believer should be 
well behaved. An element of polish will 
appear as a natural by-product of an 
inward work of grace. “See that ye 
walk circumspectly, not as fools, but 
as wise.” 


Colossians 3:1-11 demands death to 
sinful traits of character which beget 
sorrow in both this life and that to come. 
“For ye are dead, and your life is hid 
with Christ in God.” Death to the sinful 
self assures resurrection with Christ. “If 
ye be risen with Christ, seek those things 
which are above.” 


People who are going to heaven ought 
to act like it on the way. Many do, and 
their lives are filled with beauty and 
goodness. Bishop Lightfoot once said: 
“You must not only seek heaven; you 
must think heaven.”

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “SALT.” 


Today’s lesson opens with an excerpt 
from Christ’s Sermon on the Mount, 
sometimes called the Manifesto of the 
King, which sets forth the principles 
He intended to use for conquering the 
hearts and minds of men. Two meta- 
phors were used for designating the 
position of His followers in the pres- 
ent wicked world — salt and light. 


Our Lord’s primary purpose in this 
part of the famous Sermon (Matthew 
5:13-16), was to explain how the Chris- 
tian’s influence is registered upon so- 
ciety. He began the message with a 
string of pearls called the Beatitudes. 
Certain laws of the kingdom were. also 
enunciated, focusing upon the fact that 
inward integrity, is the distinguishing 
characteristic of His subjects. 


Religion in those days was something 
plastered on the outside. Jesus resisted 
the momentum of the ages when He 
said, the condition of the heart, was 
what really counted. Sin did not have 
to crystalize in a physical act to become 
sin! 


“What is the value of salt? It is not 
antiseptic, but aseptic. Antiseptic is 
something which is against poison, and 
which tends to its cure. Aseptic is de- 
void of poison in itself. Salt never cures 
corruption. It prevents the spread of 
corruption ... 


“The function of the subjects of 
Christ’s Kingdom is to live in the midst 
of humanity in the terrible atmosphere 
of sin, and by living there according to 
the Kingdom ethic, to prevent the spread 
of evil.” —Dr. G. Campbell Morgan. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
5:16.

balanced with precision throughout the 
New Testament. Christians are saved by 
faith to work. Faith and works are like 
two oars of a boat which, when pulled 
in harmony, assure movement on the 
surface of the water. One oar, constant- 
ly used on the same side, sends the boat 
moving in circles. 


“Ye are the light of the world.” Je- 
sus also said: “I am the light of the 
world.” The Christian shines by reflect- 
ed light. “Let your light so shine.” Light 
communicated through the believer il- 
luminates the world, so men can see 
their way. 


Two figures are employed: “a city 
set on an hill” ... and “a candlestick.” 


The city illuminates vast distances. 
No Christian can fulfill that ideal alone. 
Fellowship, a corporate relationship, 
is required. That demands the whole 
Church. Every congregation should be 
a city on a hill illuminating vast ex- 
panses of life, reaching into far off 
mission fields. 


The candlestick illuminates “the 
house” and those near. Said the Psalm- 
ist: “Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, 
and a light unto my path.” Keep the 
figures separate. Each Christian has a 
double function to fulfill in the world. 
The whole Church in its corporate rela- 
tionship, is to illuminate the distances; 
and then in the home, with the door shut, 
the candlestick is to illuminate every- 
thing there. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: “WE SHOULD 
BE GOOD SAMARITANS.” 
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In the reference to salt, the power of 
Christians to resist evil and keep society 
from falling apart by inherent rotten- 
ness, is suggested. Their ability to 
spread moral and spiritual enlighten- 
ment is set forth by the reference to 
light. The love, pity, tenderness and 
compassion that the Christian feels for 
those who suffer, is revealed in the story 
of the Good Samaritan (Luke 10:29-37). 


Dr. D. B. Towner, the noted hymn 
writer, was closely associated with 
Dwight L. Moody. His writings contain 
the following anecdote: 


“After his meetings in Oakland, Cali- 
fornia, in the spring of 1899, when | 
accompanied him as a singer, we took 
the train for Santa Cruz. We were hard- 
ly seated when in came a party of young 
men, one of whom was considerably 
under the influence of liquor and very 
badly bruised, with one eye completely 
closed and terribly discolored. He at 
once recognized Mr. Moody, and began 
to sing hymns and talk very loudly for 
his benefit. Mr. Moody caught up his 
bag and said, “Towner, let us get out of 
this.’ 


“When I reminded him that the other 
car was full, he settled down, protesting 
that the company should not allow a 
drunken man to insult the whole car in 
such a manner. Presently the conductor 
came, and Mr. Moody called his atten- 
tion to the poor fellow in the rear of 
the car. 


“The conductor attended to his duty, 
and when he reached the young man he 
said a few words to him in a low voice, 
and the fellow followed him into the 
baggage car, where he bathed his eye 
and bound it up with his handkerchief, 
after which the young man soon fell 
asleep. 


“Mr. Moody sat musing for a time, 
and then said, ‘Towner, this is an awful 
rebuke to me. I preached against Phari- 
saism last night to a crowd, and exhort- 
ed them to imitate the Good Samaritan, 
and now this morning God has given 
me an opportunity to practice what | 
preached, and I find I have both feet 
in the shoes of the priest and Levite.’ He 
was reticent all the way to Santa Cruz, 
but he told the incident that night to 
the audience confessing his humilia- 
tion.” — From Peloubet’s Sunday

CROSS BEARING

EMORY TEXT: “But God forbid 

that I should glory, save in the 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom 
the world is crucified unto me, and I 
unto the world.” Galatians 6:14. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. Personal Christian experience presupposes 
self crucifixion. Galatians 2:20 & Gala- 
tians 6:14. 


B. The paradox of Christianity is life through 
death. John 12:24-25. 


_C. The greatest of all problems — the sin 
problem, solved. II Corinthians 5:19. 


D. True Christians enjoy union with Christ. 
Galatians 2:20. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “CROSS.” 


“I am crucified with Christ,” says 
Paul in today’s lesson. Also, “God for- 
bid that I should glory, save in the cross 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” These words 
connect with those of the Master (Mat- 
thew 16:24): “If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself, and take 
up his cross, and follow me.” 


To understand the principles of the 
kingdom, those to whom Paul wrote had 
to be instructed regarding the law of 
the Cross. We are not required to go 
through the agonies of physical cruci- 
fixion, but there are sinful qualities in 
our natures that can be removed only by 
the death route. Life through death is 
the paradox of Christianity. 


This principle found a broader ex- 
pression in the experience of Christ 
Himself, dying on a Cross that sinners 
might live. “Except a corn of wheat 
fall into the ground and die, it abideth 
alone: but if it die, it bringeth forth 
much fruit.” 


Suffering accompanies Cross _bear- 
ing. There are things, pleasing to the 
flesh, which the Christian, for good and 
sufficient reasons, will shun. He must 
deny himself! This is crucifixion. Paul 
had the same thought in mind when, on 
another occasion, he said: “I die daily.” 
I Corinthians 15:31. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS Il COR- 
INTHIANS 5:19. 


“God was in Christ, reconciling the 
world unto himself.” 


Our lesson finds the divine Saviour 
facing Calvary. He is entering upon the 





final week which will terminate with 
His crucifixion. The triumphal entry in- 
to Jerusalem, occurring on Sunday of 
Passion Week, is recorded in all four 
Gospels. Saturday had been spent in 
the quiet home of Lazarus and his sis- 
ters at Bethany on the eastern slope of 
the Mount of Olives. 


The most important, the most tragic 
events in the history of our world, are. 
just ahead. What Satan did in the catas- 
trophe of Eden, is being undone by the 
catastrophe of Calvary. All that is im- 
plied by the key verse of today’s lesson 
is soon to be enacted. 


“It is not the reconciliation of man 
to God, but the reconciliation of God to 
man — a reconciliation which God has 
Himself undertaken and which He has 
accomplished at the tremendous cost of 
the death of His Son, on the ground of 
which He is able to release men from 
their trespasses. 


“Of course men are at enmity with 
God: they do not like even to retain 
God in their knowledge, and they turn 
against Him with unconcealed dread 
and hatred. But this is not the thing 
which most disturbs Paul. What most 
disturbs him is that God is at enmity 
with man: that His wrath is revealed 
from heaven against their abounding 
unrighteousness. And what fills his 
heart with joy — the joy that made him 
the zealous missionary he was — is the 
assurance that this enmity has been re- 
moved, that this wrath has been ap- 
peased and that by God Himself, who 
has reconciled us with Himself through 
Christ, by making Him who knew no 
sin to be sin for us, and so enabling 
Himself not to impute our trespasses to 


us.” — Dr. B. B. Warfield. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: TRUE CHRIS- 
TIANS ENJOY UNION WITH 
CHRIST. 


“T live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in 
me.” 


When spring comes, the farmer can 
go through his orchard, look at the trees 
and anticipate with certainty the kinds 
of fruit to be produced in the weeks that 
are ahead. New leaves, bark and blos- 
soms will cause him to say: “This is an 
apple tree.” He knows here is apple life 
that will manifest itself. 


The same is true with regard to the 
Christian. For a born again believer to 
live, says Paul, is for Christ to live and 
manifest and come into expression 
through him. The characteristics of 
Christ are readily noted in such a per- 
son. 


“I am crucified with Christ.” Utter 


self-denial. But out of death to self and 
surrender to Christ, comes new life.

April 10, 1955 
RESURRECTION LIFE 


Mark 16:1-7; John 11:25-27: 
I Corinthians, Chapter 15. 











MORY TEXT: “I am the resurrec- 

tion and the life: he that believeth 

in me, though he were dead, yet shall 

he live: and whosoever liveth and be- 

lieveth im me shall never die.” John 
11:25-26. 

The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
es follows: 

A. Christ arose from the dead. Mark 16:1-7. 


B. Christ was recognized by His friends after 
the resurrection. I Corinthians 15:5-9. 


C. Christ’s resurrection life is imparted to the 
believer through supernatural regenera- 
tion. John 11:25. 


D. Christ’s victory over the grave bespeaks a 
similar victory for the Christian. I 
Corinthians 15:53-57. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “LIFE.” 


We have before us two sets of facts: 


(1) An attested, historical fact about 
a Man who came to this earth, walked 
among men, went about doing good, was 
put to death, His body laid to rest in a 
Jerusalem tomb, returned to life and 
was recognized by many people. 


(2) Through a “mystery, which was 
kept secret since the world began,” 
the eternal life which this Man from 
heaven manifested on human levels, is 
imparted to the twice-born mortal, as- 
suring triumph over the grave as taught 
by Paul who said: “Death is swallowed 
up in victory; O death, where is thy 
sting? O grave, where is thy victory?” 


The words, “I am the resurrection 
and the life,” are probably the best 
known of all Scripture passages quoted 
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during the Easter season. This amaz- 
ing declaration was first addressed to 
one person. Millions will quote it on 
Easter Sunday 1955. 


Lazarus became seriously ill. His sis- 
ters sent for Jesus. Death made its claim 
before He arrived. Jesus dealt with the 
heartbroken sisters according to their 
individual needs. Martha was calm and 
her emotions well under control. Mary 
came sobbing. The Master reasoned 
with Martha regarding eternal life. With 
Mary, He wept. 


“T know that he shall rise again in the 
resurrection at the last day,” said Mar- 
tha. But that seemed far off. Martha 
hoped for earlier relief and in this she 
was not disappointed. This godly wom- 
an was the first person to hear the Sav- 
iour declare His authority over death: 
“T am the resurrection and the life.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS I CORINTH- 
IANS 15:4. 


“He rose again the third day accord- 
ing to the scriptures.” 


The fifteenth chapter of I Corinthians 
is beautifully written. It is one of the 
most fascinating passages in the entire 
Bible. The fact of Christ’s resurrection, 
and the hope of our resurrection, are 
interwoven. Finally, the structure of res- 
urrection bodies is explained. The chap- 
ter concludes with a message of exhor- 
tation. 


The Apostle starts by summarizing 
the Gospel message which was deliver- 
ed to him, consisting of two parts: (1) 
That Christ died for our sins and (2) 
That He rose again on the third day. 
Then he applies these great truths to 
the believer. “For this corruptible must 
put on incorruption, and this mortal 
must put on immortality ... Death is 
swallowed up in victory.” 


“Christ creates the soul after the im- 
age of God, and, what is here principal- 
ly intended, He repairs all the evils 
which death had inflicted. He restores 
us to that state, and even more than that 
state, from which sin had cast us down. 
He rescues our bodies from the grave, 
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and fashions them like unto His glori- 
ous body.” —Dr. Charles Hodge. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRIST'S RES- 
URRECTION DEMONSTRATES 
THAT THERE IS A LIFE AFTER 
DEATH. 


Job, in the first book of the Bible to 
be written, asked: “If a man die, shall 
he live again?” Thinkers of every age 
have sought an answer to this question. 
When death strikes the family circle, 
the word “if” is removed. Bereaved ones 
ask: “Does death end it all?” 


We find an answer to these questions, 
this Lord’s day, by standing near the 
entrance of the empty tomb, gazing at 
the place from which the divine Saviour 
rose from the dead. He demonstrated 
that beings leaving this life do live 
again! 

Returning from the other side, “He 
was seen of Cephas, then of the twelve: 
After he was seen of about five hundred 
brethren at once; of James, then of all 
all the apostles.” Paul also saw Him on 
the road to Damascus. 

Jesus, being “the firstfruits of them 
that slept,” brought Christian immor- 
tality to light. The hope of the believer, 
for a future life, is based upon bedrock 
realities, eternal realities.

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PURING my recent trips abroad, I 

have become extremely conscious 
of America’s place of responsibility and 
leadership in the world in which we 
live. Our place of leadership in the 
world is far higher than the average 
American can possibly comprehend. We 
are living in a world which has thrust 
upon our shoulders responsibilities un- 
paralleled and unprecedented in the 
history of the entire world. And at this 
moment we are. in danger of fumbling 


the ball. 


Our country was founded upon a sup- 
ernaturalistic concept — a belief in God 
and a belief in the book we call the 
Bible. Our early settlers came to this 
country, landed on our shores, with a 
Bible in their hands and they worship- 
ped God and made the belief in God 
the heart and the basis upon which gov- 
ernment was to be built. The Mayflower 
landed in Plymouth in 1620 and the 
Mayflower Pact acknowledged God — 
but more than God — Christ as Master. 


Nearly every state constitution of the 
13 original colonies recognized God as 
supreme majesty. On September 11, 
1777, the Continental Congress voted an 
expenditure of $300,000 to buy copies 
of the Bible to be distributed. Yet the 





Supreme Court of this country in 1952 
has said that this Bible cannot be taught 
in our public schools ... 


The ethical and moral concepts of 
Christianity are found completely 
through the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. Our government officials in the 
early days when the Constitutional Con- 
gress met in Philadelphia were at log- 
gerheads and were about to break up 
and form 13 separate nations when Ben- 
jamin Franklin stood up and said: 
“Gentlemen, let us pray. Perhaps in the 
midst of our prayers, God will speak 
to us.” And out of that prayer meeting 
came the immortal document, the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 


* * * 
T WAS GOD from the beginning. 


Take our educational institutions, 
Harvard for example. In the bequest of 
Mr. Harvard, he gave several rules and 
precepts that were to be observed by 
Harvard College, and the second rule 
reads as follows: 


“Let every student be plainly instruct- 
ed and earnestly pressed to consider 
well the main ends of his life and stu- 
dies; to know God and Jesus Christ 


which is eternal life and therefore to 
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lay Christ in the bottom as the only 
foundation of all knowledge and learn- 
ing and see the Lord only giveth wis- 
dom. Let everyone seriously set him- 
self by prayer in secret to seek Christ 
as Lord and Master.” 


Yale College was founded by Chris- 
tian ministers in the interest of religious 
education. Columbia University, in an 
advertisement dated July 3, 1752, in the 
New York Gazette, stated: “The chief 
things that are aimed at in this college 
are to teach and engage the childrer to 
know God and Jesus Christ and to love 
and to serve Him in all sobriety, Godli- 
ness, righteousness, in life with a per- 
fect heart and a willing mind.” The 
present President of Dartmouth has 
said: “Dartmouth College was conceiv- 
ed in the fervor of a religious revival 
and born in the throes of a great mis- 
sionary zeal dedicated to Christ, our Re- 
deemer.” 

The warp and woof of our govern- 
ment is faith in God. On our coins, “In 
God We Trust,” and a Bible in every 
courtroom in America. Our forefathers 
meant that this country was to be es- 
tablished as a Christian nation, but 
we've departed from that concept. We 
decided a few years ago that we no long- 
er needed God. We decided a few years 
ago that we no longer needed the Chris- 
tianity that had made us great and had 
given us our sense of fair play and our 
sense of justice; had given us our dis- 
cipline; and had given us our generos- 
ity, our hospitality. 

I have traveled in parts of the world 
where Christianity has never been. 
There are no hospitals. Their religions 
have built no orphanages. Their relig- 
ions have no feeling for the common 
man and for the common man who is 
down and out — or the man who has 
nothing. It was Christianity that gave us 
our social benefits, but we decided that 
we no longer needed that Christianity; 
that we had discovered that we had 
something new and better, and so we 
substituted something else instead of 
God. We substituted reason, rationalism, 
mind culture, science worship, the work- 
ing power of government, Freudianism, 
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naturalism, humanism, behaviorism, po- 
sitivism, materialism and _ idealism. 
We decided that we were going to de- 
velop the minds of men and forget that 
they were souls.

HOWEVER we are more than a body. 


The Bible tells us that we are ever- 
lasting, eternal souls, and our souls have 
consciences — our souls have intelli- 
gence. — our souls have memories. The 
soul is that part of us that lives on and 
on and on — that part of us that is the 
real us. 


We have fed the body, we have dress- 
ed the body, we have painted the body 
— spent much time feeding the lusts 
and passions of the body — eating and 
drinking and pleasing the body, but we 
have spent very little time on the devel- 
opment of our soul until we have be- 
come a nation of full heads, but empty 
souls — shrivelled and dried up souls. 
It would not be so bad if we had not 
developed a Frankenstein monster 
called the hydrogen bomb that could 
destroy much of mankind. Here we find 
ourselves with bombs, and we do not 
have the moral strength or the moral 
intelligence or the moral courage to 
control the energy we have found. 


So the Word of God says: “They have 
rejected the word of the Lord; and, 
what wisdom is in them?” The result 
of this departure from this supernatur- 
alistic concept and this departure from 
God has been that we are in an age of 
frustration — an age of nervous tension. 


I think that when the history books 
are written — if there are any written 
of this present generation — we will be 
called the Vitamin Capsule Age. For 
we take vitamin pills, square pills, 
black pills, yellow pills, and red pills. 
We take dexedrine to wake us up in 
the morning and sleeping pills to put us 
to sleep — with a lot of aspirin thrown 
in between. 


An age of tension — nervous tension 
— selfishness and fear. The titles of 
new books, what are they? The Decline 
of the West, The Decay and Restoration 





of Civilization, Civilization on Trial, 
The End of Our Time, The Crisis of Our 
Age, The Crisis of Civilization, The 
Annihilation of Man, The Abolition of 
Man, and Professor Albert Webber says, 
“We are now at the end of history as we 
know it.” 


An age of fear — 


I sat in the House of Commons the 
day that they had the debate on the hy- 
drogen bomb and I heard Mr. Clement 
Attlee stand up and give one of the most 
challenging talks I have ever heard. Mr. 
Attlee said, “In the last 3,000 years we 
have only had 277 years of peace ... if 
we look at history it offers no comfort 
... the problem of the world is not with 
the bomb — the problem of the world 
is with man. ...We have got to do some- 
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thing about man! 


Then Sir Winston Churchill stood up 
— and looked over the House of Com- 
mons and said in his own way, “I have 
a hope! — a hope! — to offer to this 
House of Commons today ... Our 
bombs have become so big that they in 
themselves have become a deterrent to 
war.” 

We have another hope! That hope is 
to get back to God and to the Bible and 
spiritual revival and to return to the 


God of our fathers. 


It has been my privilege during re- 
cent days to talk to leaders of State. 
I was ushered into No. 10 Downing 
Street, and there “Mr. History” himself 
sat in a room, humped over, all alone, 
and after we had exchanged a pleasant- 
ry and we had talked a bit, he said, “The 
storm clouds are beginning to gather 
and they may break upon the world in 
all their maddening fury.” Then he said, 
“Young man, what we must have is a 
return to God.” 


Five days before he was inaugurated 
President of the United States, it was 
my privilege to go into Eisenhower’s 
office at the Commodore Hotel in New 
York — and this great man who had 
been a General in our Army and now 
in five days was to become President of 
the United States, looked out the win- 


dow for a few full minutes, turned 
around and said, “America has to have 
a religious revival if we are to be 
saved.” 


* * * 


THIS HAS BEEN an age of fear, and 

men’s hearts are failing them, and 
no man has the answer. This has also 
been an age of lawlessness, an age of 
immorality, an age of insecurity, an 
age of chaotic international relation- 
ships in which we find ourselves engag- 
ed, within ten years after the last war, 
in a Cold War that threatens to become 
one of the hottest wars of all time, and 
our leaders today are calling upon us 
to return to God. 


When are we going to start? 


Someone said to Abraham Lincoln 
during the Civil War, “Don’t you think 
God is on our side?” He replied, “I’m 
not concerned whether God is on our 
side or not, but I am concerned whether 
we are on God’s side.” 


I want to tell you this. You can put a 
prayer chapel in the Congress and thank 
God for it. You can keep on our coins, 
“In God We Trust” and thank God for 
it, and you can keep Bibles in our court- 
rooms and thank God for it. We can 
have religious utterances by our leaders 
and thank God for it, but God will hon- 
or only one thing — sincere contrition 
of heart in repentance of our sins and 
a turning to His Son, Christ Jesus, as 
Lord, Saviour and Master. Society can- 
not repent corporately. It must be done 
by individuals as individuals. Today 
you must turn from your sins and dedi- 
cate your lives to the Lord Jesus Christ. 
That is what salvation is going to take. 


I love our flag. I would die for it. 
I believe in it, but the only way that 
that flag is going to wave above the 
homes of our children in the next gen- 
eration is if you and I pay the price of 
personal repentance and dedicate life 
and purpose to Christ in this generation. 

What kind of world will America live 


in, in the future? I think to myself, un- 
less God Almighty intervenes, my little

how desperate the condition of the 
world is. That is how rapidly moving we 
are today, and the only answer is a spir- 
itual awakening and a return to God, in 
which God will intervene and save us.

I CALL UPON YOU today to repent. 

Dedicate your lives to Christ. There 
are evidences today that we are having 
the greatest religious resurgence in 
American history. The sale of religious 
books last year was three times over all 
other books put together. Newspapers 
and magazines are beginning to realize 
that religion is hot copy. All over the 
United States and Europe great crowds 
are gathering to hear the Gospel. Radio 
and television are filled with religion. 
Secular organizations such as the Amer- 
ican Legion and the Restaurant Associa- 
tion are promoting religion. There is a 








move on to put Christ back into Christ- 
mas. Our Christian seminaries and 
Christian schools are overflowing. Our 
American church memership now 
stands at 60 to 80 per cent of all eligible 
adults. 


During the Civil War, only 15 per 
cent were members and during the Re- 
volutionary War only 12 per cent were 
members, but today 80 per cent of our 
adults are members of a church. Also, 
the religious films that are being pro- 
duced in Hollywood today are box of- 
fice attractions; religious songs are be- 
ing popularized; there’s the prayer 
breakfast in Washington, the prayer 
meetings in Hollywood. 


All of these are indications of a re- 
ligious resurgence that brings hope to 
our hearts. We may have a spiritual re- 
vival soon enough to save us. I pray to 
God we may. 


PROPHETS AND DRINK 


IN THESE dark days of crumbling 

kingdoms and fading empires, when 
civilization is changing and humanity 
is gripped with the awesome fear of 
another war, it is well to remember that 
drink undermined bygone nations and 
led to their downfall. 


Read your Bible. 


You frequently hear foolish people 
say: “I think a preacher ought to preach 
the Bible and stay away from the liquor 


| question. That’s politics!” 


Isaiah preached on it. He declared: 
“Woe unto them that rise up early in 
the morning, that they may follow 
strong drink; that continue until night, 
till wine inflame them!” (Isaiah 5:11) 


“Woe unto them that are mighty to 
drink wine, and men of strength to 
mingle strong drink: Which justify the 
wicked for reward, and take away the 
righteousness of the righteous from 
him!” (Isaiah 5:22-23) 











Hosea preached on it. He linked it 
with vice and immorality when he de- 
clared: “Whoredom and wine and new 
wine take away the heart.” (Hosea 4:11) 


Joel preached against it. He linked 
liquor drinking with corrupt voting and 
juvenile delinquency when he declared: 
“And they have cast lots for my people; 
and have given a boy for an harlot, and 
sold a girl for wine, that they might 
drink.” (Joel 3:3) 


Habakkuk preached against it. He 
thundered: “Woe unto him that giveth 
his neighbor drink, that puttest thy bot- 
tle to him, and makest him drunken al- 
so, that thou mayest look on their naked- 
ness!” (Habakkuk 2:15) 


Amos preached against it and pre- 
dicted that people would seek to muzzle 
their prophets on this issue, when he 
declared: “And I raised up of your sons 
for prophets, and of your young men 
for Nazarites. Is it not even thus, O ye 
children of Israel? saith the Lord. But 





ye gave the Nazarites wine. to .drink; 
and commanded the prophets, saying, 
Prophesy not.” (Amos 2:11-12) 


Micah preached against liquor and 


foretold that it would be fashionable — 


and popular for false ministers to favor 
it. He declared: “If a man walking in 
the spirit and falsehood do lie, saying, 
I will prophesy unto thee of wine and of 
strong drink; he shall even be the pre- 
phet of this people.” (Micah 2:11) 


Paul before Felix reasoned of “right- ° 


eousness, temperance, and judgment to 
come.” (Acts 24:25) 


The prophets were God’s watchmen ! 
on Zion’s moral walls. It was their duty | 
to cry aloud and warn the people. They 


denounced strong drink for its debauch- 
ing and debasing of youth, family life 


and national leadership. They pictured ' 


it as being associated with all vice, 
graft, greed and other forms of cor- 


ruption that rotted away the foundations 


of national greatness. They felt it their 


responsibility to God and man thus to | 


expose the wickedness of strong drink. 


I believe preachers ought to feel the | 
same way today. Following one of my , 
temperance addresses at the Winona | 
Lake Conference, a minister said to me: | 


“Well, my people know how I stand on 
the drink question. It is not necessary 
for me to preach on it.” 


I replied: “They know how you stand 
on baptism; therefore do you never 


preach on baptism? They know how . 


you stand on tithing and so I suppose 
you never preach on tithing. They know 
how you stand on faith in Christ, on 
blood redemption, on the resurrection 
of the body and the return of the Lord, 
so I suppose you never preach on these 
subjects, either.” 


My friends, it is not a question of 
making your position clear. It is a ques- 
tion of persuading people to give up 
this degrading habit, and of warni 
them of the consequences they will oe 
fer if they do not give it up. It is not a 


question of identifying your position | 


but rather of getting others to change 
their position.
